From the foundation of the missions 
of Alta California by the Franciscan 
fathers, there were established high 
roads, or, as they were called in Span- 
ish, the Camino Real—as distinguished 
from horse trails or bridle paths—over 
which wheeled vehicies could pass, and 
by which communication and traffic 
were carried on from San Diego to the 
Presidio of Monterey. 

This Camino Heal, or public highway. 
was recognized as such, as a real ac- 
tuality, by the people of California, 
from time immemorial. In various 
grants of land for ranchos, made dur- 
ing the domination of Spain, and after- 
ward by the government of Mexico, the 
“espedientes’’ describe the boundaries, 
or some of the lines thereof, as by “El 
Camino Real.“ 

“Camino Real,” as defined by the 
Spanish dictionary, is a wide and 
much-traveled road, which places im- 
portant or la communities in com- 
munication with each other; or in Eng- 
lish, a public highway, over which 
travel and traffic are carri on be- 
tween populous communities. 

In Spanish, as in English, there are 
various phrases in which the word 
real” is used to affirm and more 
clearly establish certain ideas or con- 
cepts, as, for example, we say, it is 
real or actual; a thing in reality has 
been well done; in short, the word 
real” has almost the identical mean- 
ing in Spanish or Castilian that it has 
in English, and does not necessarily 
depend, in this case (although there 
are cases in which it may.) on the 
sovereign at all. If, then, as I think 
I have proved, the word real“ has in 
Spanish two meanings, eyo real 
or actual, as in English, secondarily 
and royal; and that in the pharse 
“camino real,” it was understood by 
the Spaniards in the former sense,

American Firms Save Postage by 
Sending Circulars to England for 


Mailing to Addresses in This Country. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 
NEW YORK, April 19.—It seems 
hardly credible that business circulars 
of firms in the United States should te 
sent to England to be malled here to 
addresses in the United States for the 
purpose of saving postage, yet this is 
the actual fact, according to the Herald 
correspondent at London. 

This curious state of affairs is said to 
have been revealed at Li hy 
treasury instructions to the customs 
officers located there. 
„ These officers have been ordered to 
seize large consignments of circulars 
sent by business men in the Unit 
States to their Liverpool agents. These 
firms receive circulars in bulk which 
are then addressed, have a half- 
penny stamp put on each, ani 
are dumped into the Liverpool post- 
office to be carried back to America in 
the mails. The postage rate under the 
laws of Great §}ritain for such circulars 
is half penny for two ounces to all 
countries in the postal union, but in the 
United States, the postage is two cents, 
equivalent to one penny. 

Therefore, business firms that send 
out thousands of circulars each week 
can save money by shipping them in 
bulk at slow rate of freight to Liver-

HOLLOW SHOUT—A FALSE CRY. 

The noisy and censorious Gage 
newspapers are hard pushed to make 
capital for him and to crowd his critics 
over the bank, and silence their opposi- 
tion. They are shouting in a parrot- 
like way that the opposition of the 
three leading Republican newspapers 
of the State, the San Francisco Chron- 
icle and Call and the Los Angeles 
Times, is inspired by disappointment 


and ill will caused by the failure of 


the proprietors of the papers named 
to “control” the Governor and shape 
his administration. Their favorite 
charge is that the editors of the jour- 
nals named want the machinery of the 
Republican party turned over to them, 
out and out, to be run according to 
their own sweet will. 

One of these preposterous and par- 
rot-like journals goes so far as to say 
that “the cry this time [the same old 
cry) seems to be caused by Gov. Gage 
not giving the Chronicle, Call and the 
Los Angeles Times full control of the 
office when he took his seat: and, 
further, that “the worst that the city 
papers can say against him [the Gov- 
ernor] is that he refused to appoint 
De Young or Spreckels to the United 
States Senate! And so on with equal 
lack of sense and disregard of the 
facts. 

The absurdity of this charge, and all 
charges similar to it, is apparent on 
its face. Gov. Gage has not had the 
opportunity to appoint a United States 
Senator since he was elected, and has 
appointed none; and yet assertions of 
this kind are deliberately put forth 
with the expectation of deceiving 
somebody and arousing a prejudice to 
break the force of just criticisms, hop- 
ing by such silly processes to make 
capital for His Excellency. . 

The Times cannot speak for Mr. 
De Young or for Mr. Spreckels in any 
particular whatever, and has no 
knowledge of what either of then has 
done, or attempted to do, with the 
Governor in the matter of influencing 
or controlling his administration, or 
any act of it; but we venture the sur- 
mise that the men of the Chronicle and 
the Call are not justly chargeable, in 
the sligutest degree, with any effort to 
“steer” the Governor in any matter 
whatever. We do not believe they 
have so stultified themselves as men, 
or that they would thus compromise 
themselves as journalists. 

As for The Times, the charge is too 
absurd to entitle it to any attention 
whatever. No sane man in the State 
believes, or can say, that the editor 
of this journal, or any man connected 
with it, has ever asked of Gov. Gage 
any favor whatever, great or small, 
or sought to influence the course of his 
administration by solicitation, impor- 
tunity, menace or other means.

N OPENING FOR PRACTICAL 
BENEVOLENCE. 

The idea of systematic and practical 
benevolence is rapidly spreading. The 
old style of handing out money pro- 
miscuously is becoming a thing of the 
past, and those who believe that it is 
more blessed to give than to receive 
are beginning te realize that the benefit 
of a gift does not always depend upon 
its amount, but rather upon the man- 


form of benevolent work of 
this kind, just now, takes the shape 
of aonatione to universities afid li- 
braries, for which purposes an im- 
mente amount of money was given dur- 
ing the past year. There are other 
channels in which a man of large 
means who desires to benefit his fellow- 
men may safely and satisfactorily di- 
rect a portion of his surplus. We 
should not only think of the minds and 
souls of people, when we set about 
doing good, but should have some re- 
gard for the bodies, also; for little that 
is good or great, either spiritually or 
mentally, can be expected to emanate 
from a diseased, unhealthy or in- 
nourished body. 
Just now, in and around Los Ange- 
les, there is quite a boom in the build- 
ing of hospitals and sanitaria. A par- 
tial explanation of this activity may 
perhaps be found in a recent public 
statement to the effect that two of 
the most prominent private hospitals 
in Los Angeles paid dividends last 
year to their stockholders at the rate 
of 40 and 60 per cent. respectively. 


These hospitals are well appointed and 


carefully conducted, according to the 
most recent theories of medical science. 
Their increasing patronage is largely 
due to the fact that during the past 
few years many people have begun to 
realize that, in case of sickness, the 
best thing to do is to go to a well-ap- 
pointed hospital. Even in the homes 
of the wealthy—where, by the way, 
there should always be one apartment 
set aside as a sick room-—-there must 
always be lacking many things neces- 
sary for a sufferer, which can only be 
found in a hospital where a specialty 
is made of the care and treatment of all 
kinds of disease.

For those who are absolutely 
destitute of means it would often be 
possible to interest the charitable or- 
ganizations, or private individuals, in 
furnishing them tte moderate amount 
that would be required to pay for 
treatment.

THE EGG TRADE. In New York 
City 8 consumption of eggs is given 
as 99,550,000 dozen for 1901, a much 
larger number in p rtion than in 
any other section of the United States. 
This is explained, by the fact that 
the metropolis has an immense float- 
ing population which keeps the many 
hotels constantly filled, and as most of 
them eat there also, they help make 
the eggs rapidly disappear. 

Furthermore, there are a large num- 
ber of baking industries in the city, 
which consume a vast quantitiy of 


eggs. 

It is found also that the average fam- 
ily consumes from three to four dosen 
eggs per week, a larger proportion than 
is used by wealthy families, 
cooking purposes. It is a fact, 
however, that the workingman's fam-

NEW YORK, April 19.—The policy 
which has been consistently followed 
during the present speculative cam- 
paign of large buying and large bid- 
ding up of some one prominent stock 
as an effective leader of the whole mar- 
ket, was maintained today, with Un- 
ion Pacific as the favored stock. No 
new consideration was advanced as a 
reason for the buying, which carried 
the price up to 107%, where it closed, 
with a net gain of 2%.

The actual accomplishments have given 
rise to the usual flood of surmises of 
ether projects in formation or far ad- 
vanced toward fruition, and the group 
of western millionaires whose opera- 
tions started the present movement 
have maintained an aggressive leader- 
ship of the market. The result has 
been a progressive growth in specula- 
tive feeling and a broadening in the 
field of activity. The example of the 
successful litting of prices by the lead- 
ers has encouraged holders of many 
other stocks to take them in hand and 
work up a ready market for them, 
which has afforded a growing oppor- 
tunity for the operations of profes- 
sional operators. Judged by the ex- 
pressed opinions of commission houses, 
the growth of interest on the part of 
the general public has been moderate. 

The present market seems to be one 
of millionaires who deal in lines of 
hundreds of thousands of shares. The 
party which leads the marke is un- 
doubtedly made up of millionaires who 
deal in concert or in . There seems 
to be ampie ground for the supposition 
that the passage of control of Louis- 
ville and Nasnville, which was the 
feature of the week, was an incident 
rather than the object of these specu- 
lative operations. The passage of con- 
trol of a great railroad system in the 
open market against the desire of a 
centralized interest which has dom- 
inated the property, is calculated to 
create a degree of disturbance and un- 
certainty that would serve to upset the 
market and check the upward progress 
of prices elsewhere. r one thing, 
there is the mass of contracts for de- 
livery which have been ventured in the 
attractive upward rush of prices, for 
which stock has been borrowed until 
certificates can be secured for a defini- 
tive closing of the contract. If there 
is any doubt ot the ability of sellers to 
make delivery, the existing control in 
the property will naturally refuse to 
admit the contestants’ claim to con- 
trol, and will buy in the market to de- 
feat that claim. In the Northern Pa- 
cific contest last year it was this 
process that swept the market bare of 
stock and precipitated a corner. On 
Monday of this week the same state of 
affairs was imminently threatened in 
Louisville and Nashville. It is clear 
that the contestant was induced to re- 
linquish his claim to control and con- 
sent to its lodgment with J. F. Morgan 
& Co. Just what the inducement for 
this action was is a puzzie to the spec- 
ulative public, and has given rise to 
much surmise and feverish speculation 
based on this or that assumption or 
what the “quid pro quo“ may be. 

The unprecedented dealings in South- 
ern Railway on Tuesday, breaking all 
Stock Exchange records for a day's 
dealings in a single stock, were based 
on the supposition of a merger or an 
agreement for an exchange of interests 
in the two roads with the new interest 
in Louisville. Another supposition was 
that the relinquishment of the newly- 
acquired control of Louisville was 
prompted by the danger threatened of 
an upset in the general market, in 
which the same interest was largely 
committed. The renewal of the large 
speculative operations was attributed, 
in this connection, to the replenishment 
of speculative resources, which re- 
sulted from the settlement of the 
Louisville matter. That the controll- 
ing influence in the Southern Railway 
field has been centralized as a result 
of the episode, goes without saying, 
and it is accepted as a demonstration 
of the sweeping tendency of the times.

Stands for Election to Italian Parlia- 
ment Although Held a Prisoner on an

the Mediterranean. which he is unable 
to leave without the permission of the 
Italian government. He was impris- 
oned several times in consequence of 
his anarchistic 12388 and has fled 
to Engiand and America more than 
once to escape the police. 

Calcagno says that if he is elected he 
will not take his seat, as he does not 
believe in the Italian Parliament.

CIVIL WAR 
"THREATENS. 


Rumors Keep Peking in 
Excited State. 


Legation Guards Take 
Defensive Measures. 


Foreign Officials Scout the 
Idea of Any Danger to 
Themselves. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE Tus! 

PEKING, April 19.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] It is expected here that the 
court will return from the visit to the 
Eastern Tombs by Tuesday. The Em- 
peror announced some time ago that 
he would review 20,000 troops at the 
Hunting Park on April 21. An edict 
just issued, which cancels this order, 
is of additional importance because of 
rumors that there ig disaffection among 
the Chinese regular troops. 

Notwithstanding the widespread feel- 
ing of uneasiness, foreigners do not ap- 
pear to be alarmed. Missionaries re- 
port there have been fewer applica- 


saries during the past week, and there 
has also been a decrease in the number 
of persons who made religious {nquiries 
in the country districts. This was be- 
cause the natives were afraid of being 
accused of being in open connection 
with foreigners. 

All sorts of conflicting rumors are in 
circulation. City people say the Chi- 
nese Intend to make an attack on for- 
eigners, while countrymen say the for- 
eigners are taking possession of the 
city of Peking with the intention of 
making further demands. The condi- 
tion is such that it will probably lead 
to outbreaks In other parts of the coun- 


try. 

The legation officials are advising 
women to avoid going to the interior of 
the province, but scout the idea of any 
danger. The legation-guard command- 
ers are taking precautionary measures. 

POPULATION EXCITED. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

PBKING, April 19.—The populace is 
becoming increasingly excited over the 
rumors that trouble is imminent be- 
tween the Imperial and the foreign 
troops, but the demeanor of the Chinese 
continues friendly toward foreigners, 
the best informed of whom discredit 
the rumors of the existence of an anti- 
foreign following.

THOUSANDS OF SETTLERS. 


ST. PAUL (Minn) April 19.—Care- 
fully prepared estimates show that 44,- 
000 settlers have gone into the State 
of Washington alone this spring. <Ac- 
curate figures as to the settlement in 
Northern Minnesota, North Dakota and 
Montana are not yet available, but it 
is thought that the statistics will show 
at least 20 per cent. more immigration 
than the figures for Washington. On 
this basis the settlement of the States 
from Minnesota west to the Pacific this 
spring has already reached a total of 
97,000 people. This is 31,000 more than 
the estimates of the movement during 
the spring of 1901. 


Live Stock in Oklahoma. 

This new country Is fast becoming a 
great stock region. For many years 
it has been grazed over by Indians 
and white ranchmen, but of late the 
number of animals has been greatly 
increased, in spite of the fact that 
many sections are being appropriated 
for the raising of grain. However, 
parts of the Territory are suited only 
for live stock, and will always de 
used for the raising of beef cattle and 
horses. While much of the land now 
raising crops of grain is fairly rich, 
it never was as rich as the original 
rairie lands of Illinois, Indiana and 
owa. Consequently, much more care 
will be necessary in conserving the 
natural fertility. The great mistake 
of raising grain exclusively should be 
avoided. Many are making it, t 
the feeling is growing constantly that 
if the Oklahoma farmer is to be com- 
pletely successful, he must keep some 
stock. As a result there are many 
small herds on the 160-acre farms. 

While there are some larger tracts 
owned by individuals, the majority of 
them still number 160 acres—the orig!- 
nal homestead. The big wheat flelds 
and cattle ranches frequently referred 
to as containing from 1000 to 10.000 
acres are on the Indian lands, which 
have been leased for a period of years, 
The more generally stock raising is 
followed, the more profitable will be 
the Oklahoma farmer.

LONELY LIVES THERE. 


Winter Occupations That Keep Them 
for Months from the World—Gum 
Picking, and Special Kinds of Lum- 
bering—Trapper’s Love of Solitude. 


— — — 


[Waterville (Me.) Correspondence 
New York Sun:] Few people realize 
the number of men who are employed 
during the winter months in the Maine 
woods, in addition to those in the 
camps of lumbermen. There are hun- 
dreds of them. They are little known 
or heard of by people in the outside 
world, although their products all get 
to market. Among them are the gum 
picker, the hoop-pole gatherer, the ax- 
handle man, the ship-knee gatherer, 
the hemlock- bark peelers, the Indian 
and the trapper. 

The gum pickers go inte the woods 
in the fall and remain there till spring, 
working as industriously every day as 
the men in the lumber camps. They 
are a very quiet and busy lot of men, 
and their zig-zag snowshoe tracks may 
be seen through the woods of North- 
ern Maine, and their camp fires glow 
in many a lonely glen far to the 
north, 

Gum picking is anything but an ex- 
citing business, and affords lots of 
time for thought There is no rush 
or worry about it, yet it is as specula- 
tive as trading in Wall street. 

Spruce gum is always marketable, 
and brings a good price, $1 a pound 
being a -standard quotation, yet an 
extra fine article frequently brings as 
much as $1.50, and has sold at $2. But 
this last price is only obtained for the 
particularly large and clear nuggets. 

The gum pickers always go in pairs. 
Two chums, who enjoy each other’s 
companionship, whose likes and dis- 
likes are similar, go together to the 
center of a good gum country, far 
away from everybody else; sometimes 
building for themselves a rough log 
cabin, and at others occupying a de- 
serted logging camp, which they can 
make comfortable by a little work. 

Beds of spruce boughs are made, and 
and person who has ever slept on one 
can realize the comfort they take. The 
fireplace is repaired, and the two 
cronies are ready for their business of 
the winter. If a man is fond of woods 
life, there Is no way of passing the 
winter months more pleasantly than at 
gum picking. 

The outfit of the gum picker consists 
of warm clothing and a suitable num- 
ber of changes of underwear, a pair 
of snowshoes, a pair of climbers, such 
as telegraph . 8 use, a V-shaped 
chisel, made especially for this busi- 
ness, with the handle so made that it 
can be fastened to reach high up on 
the trees; a large jack-knife, a gun, 
fishing tackle, an last, but by no 
means least, a liberal supply of pipes 
and plug tobacco. 

Outside of his tobacco 2 gum 


picker is most frugal in the y of 
supplies, for he has to haul Ps .

He has a steaming breakfast of 
beans, baked in the ground, and has 


his morning smoke while the dishes are |. 


being washed and the housework done. 
He is then ready for the work of the 
day. 
He straps his gun to his back, his 
gum, bag is thrown over his shoulder, 
with his lunch of biscuit and pork 2 
it. his snowshoes are strap 
and, with his gum chisel in his nam 
away he goes.for the work of the day, 


leaving a trail of smoke from his pipe. 


He sees a tall spruce, from which 
the gum been oozing for many 
years, until, clarified by the sun, it 
is rounded out in rich nuggets, that 
wait his coming. Off come the snow- 
shoes, and the climbers are put on. 


The picker climbs the tree and chips. 


and taps and nibbles like a gigantic 
woodpecker. 

It is no uncommon thing for the gum 
picker to find a tree so well loaded 
with gum that he cuts it down. It is 
not an unusual thing for an expert 


gum picker to take ten pounds of gum 


of good quality from a single tree. 
This is not an everyday occurrence, 
but the average yield gives the indus- 
trious picker good wages, and more. 

Some of the older men in the busi- 
ness plant their gum. That is, they 
go around through the forests with an 
ax and wound the trees, which allows 
the gum to ooze out, and in a few 
yaars it is clarified and ready to be 
picked. The round, amber-hued nug- 
gets are what the gum picker hunts 
for especially. 

The State of Maine gum is always 
in demand, for, although the New 
York gum is often more inviting to 
the eye, the confirmed gum chewer de- 
clares that there is nothing in the 
whole resinous domain for flavor and 
‘true yanking qualities“ that can 
equal a hunk with the center Ike the 
red of a dying, coal, severed from the 
seam of a gigantic ! live Maine spruce. 

The Maine hoop-pole man has to 
work much harder, yet his life is just 
as unconventional and he has just as 
good a time as his friend, the gum 
gatherer. He follows along in the 
wake Of the lumberman, and cuts from 
the hillsides the small growth that no 


one wants. He has a horse along with 


him, as it is necessary to haul home 
the cut of the day at night. 

The place selected by the hoop-pole 
man for his winter's work is some de- 
serted chopping, on which small birch 
and ash have grown up where once 
stood the towering pine and spruce. 
These saplings are cut on the hillsides 
and in swamps and hauled to the camp. 
The hoop-pole man passes his evenings 
fashioning the hoops from the rough 
saplings with a draw shave and piling 
the shavings on the roaring fire as he 
works. 

Some of the harvesters just hau] the 
poles out in the rough; that is, just 
trimming them of the branches. These 
self for about 1 cent each, but when 
they are split and shaved they can be 
sold at from 2 to 4 cents each. 

This is work that keeps the ax busy 
by day and the draw shave busy by 
night, but when two men are together 
and have a good pickerel pond near by 
to draw from, it is not such a bad life 
after all. The bean hole is kept warm 
all the time and the men take turns at 
doing the cooking, for chonving these 
small saplings in swamps.and flounder- 
ing about in the deep snow all day is 
quite hearty work, and demands plenty 
of eating. 

About the middle of March, the hoop- 
pole man breaks camp and goes to the 
market with his goods. As soon as a 
lot of poles have been sold, each one is 
marked with red chalk a few inches 
from the end. 

Thia shows that the poles have been 
sold and no man will buy them then. 
In times past there was a custom, 
which is ot yet entirely obsolete, of 
“pinching” poles; that is, of selling 
them ence, then hauling them to some 
other place and disposing of them 
again, often to the same man. The 
custom of marking them has done away 
with this practice to a great extent. 

A near neighbor of the hoop-pole 
gatherer is the ax-handle man, though, 
to be sure, he goes to the woods in the 
winter only to take advantage of the 
snow to haul away his handles, which 
are cut in the fall. Ash of a larger 
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than the hoop- pole saplings is 
ed for ax handles. 

The trees are chopped in the fall, the 
wood is split and each handle is roughly 
blocked out. There is great danger of 
the handles splitting while the stock 
is seasoning, and as fast as they are 
blocked out they are buried, that they 
may season without cracking. As an 
additional precaution, the broad ends 
are daubed with a kind of paint, the 
gg ingredient of which is grease. 

e handles thus blocked out are sent 
away to the factory as soon as the first 
snow comes. 

Of all the prospectors in the Maine 
woods the man who earns his money 
by the hardest knocks is the one who 
goes after ship knees. His work is 
very hard, but he gets big money for 
his wares, as good ship knees are not 
plenty and therefore bring a high price 
on the market. Since the hackmatack 
trees have been killed by a borer this 
industry, like the building of wooden 
ships; has decreased, yet there is a big 
demand for good knees and many men 
go to the woods each winter after 


rospector goes through the for- 
est * es armed with an ax, his eye 
alert to catch a glimpse of a juniper, 
hackmatack, or tamarack tree. As 
soon as one is found he digs away the 
snow from the base of the tree to see 
if it has the proper crook. 

Then the tree is sounded with the ax 
to see if it is solid inside. If the tree 
is found to be all right the root is dug 
out with the ax and smoothly hewn out 
to the proper shape. This is hard 
work; in fact, it is the hardest work 
that is done in the Maine woods. 

Another single-purpose man ig the 
one who goes to the woods for the 
hemlock. bark for the tanneries. This 
industry formerly belonged to the farm- 
ers, and there was a time when nearly 
every farmer in the State realized a 
good sum from his crop of hemlock 
bark. Now all the bark comes from 
the forests. The larger part of the bark 
comes from Penobscot and Hancock 
counties, a "the tanneries have moved 
that way very largely. 

The Indian who cruises the woods 
for basket stock is another of the 
woods specialists. The basket stock is 
easily got, but when the Indian starts 
out for birch bark for a canoe he is 
sure of a long trip, unless he is fortu- 
nate enough to find a birch that has 
been overlooked. A birch tree without 
knots or limbs, and with bark broad 
enough for.a canoe, is rare and the 
searcher thinks himself very lucky if 
he does not have to follow his nose for 
a good many days to find one. 

Many people 
ping in the Majne woods is obsolete, 
but this is by nd means the case. Each 
year many hunters scout the Moose- 
head, Chesuncook and Alagash regions 
in search of furs, and their lines of 
traps extend along scores of streams in 
this northern wilderness. Each year 
many thousands of dollars wirth of furs 
are sold at Greenville, Guilford, Kineo 
and Fort Kent, and the hunters realize 
snug sums of ready money by means 
of their traps. 

They are not by any means a hard- 
working lot of men. They travel leis- 
urely along their line of traps, fre- 
quently taking a week to make the 
‘round. They have but one trouble, 
and that is when they visit a trap and 
find the snow stained with blood and 
the single paw of a beaver held be- 
tween its jaws, the indisputable evi- 
dence that a friendly bob cat has 

that way and relieved them of 
their game. 

The trappers are the cranky class of 
the many pictu e folks that each 
winter go into the Maine woods. It is 
money for them to get away from 
everybody, and this continued shunning 
of companionship makes them cross 
when they know that any one is within 
a score of miles of them. Another 
trapper within a few miles of them » 
gall and wormwood to them.

No great quantities were 
missed at any one time, but it was 
evident that a petty pilferer was at 
work. The mystery was deep. They 
could not understand who could be 
engaged in the thievery. A_ close 
check was kept on every employé who 
had access to the store at ali hours, 
but it was plain that none of them 


narrowed down to just one man. 

That was Police Officer Fay. 

The members of the fruit firm had 
known Fay a long time, and they were 
Joath to believe that he could be the 
guilty person, but the pilfering con- 
tinued and they concluded to set a 


trap. 

The principal losses were from the 
cases of eggs that stood close to the 
telephone in the store, and to test the 
officer's honesty a number of eggs were 
marked one night just before Fay’s 
regular time of calling. Shortly after 
his visit many of the marked eggs 
were missing. 

It was hardiy conceivable that the 
officer could have been tempted to take 
the eggs, but the evidence was 80 
strong that there seemed to be no other 
solution of the mystery. 

Several times the same trap was set, 
and as often the proof was as clear. 

Then the Chief of Police was notified,

regular morning report, and the head 
of the department took up the watch 
a few days ago. 

Fay came into the store as usual that 
morning. and, stepping to the tele- 
iphone, he called the station and re- 
ceived his release for the day. As he 
stood at the Phone Fay was seen to 
reach into the case of eggs and take a 
number, which he put in his pockets. 

Leaving the store, Fay started for 
mis home, only a few blocks distant. 
The Chief left from another door and 
took a course that intercepted the offi- 
cer's. When they met Fay saluted as 
usual and said, “Good morning, Chief. 
The Chief responded, and then he said 
to Fay, “I have a little job for you, 
Fay; come with me.“ 

Fay evidently suspected nothing and 
went with the Chief to Rivers Bros.’ 
store. Together they went inside. 
where the Chief took the brass scoop 
from a pair of scales and said to Fay: 

“What I want you to do, Fay, is to 
put all those eggs you have taken into 
this scoop.” 

Fay did as he was told, taking about 
twenty eggs from the pockets of his 
coat,

run at large. et: 
The winter here is not much like 
that of Southern California. It is no 
uncommon thing for the thermometer 
to go down to the 20's, whereat the 
water pipes and the house plants all 
freeze, the majority of the houses hav 
ing no furnaces. 
I have seen no oranges displayed 
that compare with the fine oranges of 
Southern California. The prices for 
the poorest grade are 30 and 40 cents 
per dozen. Everywhere they have 
both Florida and California oranges 
for sale, but the California oranges! 
Men peddling seedlin at 5 cents a 
bucket in Los Angeles often show 
better oranges than the California or- 
anges, “two for a nickel.“ which are 
offered here. What becomes of the 
fine oranges of Southern California? 
Surely we do not reserve the best for 
ourselves to the extent that there are 
none for exportation. 
The orange culture of Florida is all 
carried on in the southeastern part of 
the State. From Jacksonville to Pen- 
sacola there is not an orange grove to 
be seen. This white, sandy soil is not 
suited for farming or fruit culture. In 
some localities the soil is of salt-like 
whiteness and glitters like snow in the 
sun or moonlight. Altogether, the im- 
pression is of a land of green and 
white, the effect of the pines growing 
in the snow-white sand is very strange. 
The towns are very far apart, and 
to the spectator, the negro population 
seems always largely to outnumber 
the white. The spirit of competition 
and progress is lacking. There is- lit- 
tle attempt at improvement or innova- 
tion. A general contentment prevails, 
with conditions as they were twenty 
years ago. 
When I remember the progressive, 
thoroughly-alive cities and towns of 
the Far Southwest, and compare them 
with these lethargic towns of the 
Southeast, I feel that I am indeed dis- 
tant from the West by the width of 
a great continent.

ICE FIELDS 
HERE SOON. 


New Southern California 
Industry Projected 
Near Corona. 


CORONA, April 19. — The 
latest industry to be started in 
Southern California is rice cul- 
ture, and the first flelds will be 
between Corona and West River- 
side. 

Henry Maitral of Declez, has 
arranged to plant the tract. He 
will irrigate from the Santa 
Ana river following the methods 
of the upland rice-growers in 
Louisiana and Texas.

THE PA}ACE OF PEACE. 


Romantic Story of Mateppo Hills, 
Where Rhodes Wished to Rest—Scene 
of Most Tragic Episodes of His Life. 


{London Mail, April .] The special 
train conveying the remains of Cecil 
Rhodes to Bulawayo is now on its long 
journey northward. The distance from 
Capetown to Bulawayo is 1360 miles, 
and the journey occupies four days. 
On April 10 the coffin will be borne to 
the Matoppo Hills and deposited in a 
sepuichre hewn out of the living rock. 

One can easily appreciate the circum- 
stances which induced the dead Colos- 
sus to select for his resting-place the 
solemn, peaceful grandeur of the Ma- 
toppo Hills. For it was there that the 
most tragic episodes of his life were 
enacted, and it was there also that 
in the dark days of the Matabele rebel- 
Hon saw men willingly sacrifice 
themselves in the cause of empire. 


A TRANQUIL SPOT. 


But of the many brave deeds per-} 
formed by the men who took part in 
what has been described as “the race 
for the V.C.,” near the place where 
he will soon be buried, none surpassed 
the act of heroism by which Mr. Rhodes 
brought the war to an end. Unarmed, 
he rode into the heart of the enemy’s 
encampment, called a great indaba or 
conference of the chiefs, spoke to them 
as a father might to his rebellious 
children, and did not leave until he 
had induced them to proclaim peace. 
This now tranquil spot, which he al- 
ways loved, will be the place of his 
sepulture—a tomb more enduring than 
the pyramids. 

The Matoppo Hills stretch in a north- 
easterly direction from Bulawayo for a 
distance of 100 miles, their geatest 
breadth being thirty-five miles. The 
place of burial is situated about thirty 
miles from the town. 

“THE WORLD'S VIEW.” 


Near by is a part of the hills which 
bears the important title of “The 
World's View.“ The prospect from any 
chosen summit makes a deep impres- 
sion on the spectator. It is impressive 
without being picturesque. As far as 
eye can see, there is spread out before 
him a panorama of treeless mountains 
of varied shapes, mostly of abrupt 
outHMne, suggestive of a turbulent sea 
stilled by an omnipotent hand. The 
base of the hills is fringed with trees, 
and here and there is a clump of thick 
bush. In places great gorges draw 
black lines between the mountains, 
which, moreover, are punctured with 
giant caves, where the Matabele took 
refuge during the rebellion, and could 
have held out for an indefinite period 
had not the genius and daring of Mr. 
Rhodes put an end to the outbreak. 

The predominant note is massiveness 
anc stability, for the hills are of gran- 
ite; but the hardness is toned down by 
the green of the lower foliage and the 
soft, velvety azure of the sky above. 
It was the poet in Cecil Rhodes which 
impelled him to this choice. 

GOLD SEEKERS OF LONG AGO. 


In places the traveler comes upon 
groups of ruins, which in this out-of- 
the-world region strangely stir the 
imagination. 

It is difficult to realize that these hab- 
itations were occupied by gold seekers 
so long ago as 1000 B. C. When one 
thinks of Rhodesia, it is invariably 
of the great possibilities which the fu- 
ture holds for the country. But what 
of Rhodesia’s past? Three thousand 
years ago, men as gold-hungry as the 
“greenest” prospector of today, scoured 
the Matoppos and the surrounding 
country for the precious metal. These 
crumbling ruins once contained the 
furnaces for the retorting and smelting 
of the gold. In many quarters huge 
excavations are found, where the an- 
cients dug far down into the bowels 
of the earth in search of the metal. 
Several of these mines are still the 
largest on the earth's surface. The 
galleries are caked with layers of soot 
from the torches of the workers. One 
historian estimates that the ancient 
miners discovered millions of pounds’ 
worth of gold in Rhodesia.

For 
centuries afterward it was overrun by 
savages, and the man who is to rest in 
the land that bears his name did more 
than any other to reclaim it to civiliza- 
tion. 

Bulawayo, where the coffin will rest 
for some time, was until the year 1893 
the royal kraal of King Lobengula. It 
is now a thriving town, reminiscent at 
each step of the man to whom it owes 
existence.

THE GREAT INCREASE IN THE 
PRODUCTION OF IRON. 
— 
Copper’s Abnormal Position—Remark- 
ably Rich Strike in the Vindicator 


Mine in Colorado—Tests of Manganese 
Ore— Mining Notes. 


The increase in the production of 
iron in the United States during the 
last quarter of a century is one of the 
remarkable features of the mineral in- 
dustry of this country. A few figures 
will help to a better understanding of 
this: In 1876 the production of pig 
iron was 1,800,000 tons. In 1901, just 
twenty-five years later, the production 
amounted to 16,000,000 tons. For the 
present year (1902) it is estimated that 
there will be produced in the United 
States about 18,000,000 tons of iron, and, 
according to one authority, it is de- 
lieved the production would be fully 
2,000,000 tons more were transportation 
facilities adequate to handle the larger 
quantity. The bulk of the production 
is frem the Lake Superior region, 
where, last year, about 20,500,000 tons 
of ore were mined and moved. It 
takes 1.08 tons of ore of what is 
known as the 63 per cent. grade to 
make one ton of pig iron. Enormous 
as is the quantity of iron produced in 
the United States, it is still, appar- 
ently, insufficient. for requirements, for, 
as stated in the Times of London, the 
United States Steel Corporation has 
purchased the properties of the Gelli- 
vare Company of Sweden, with the in- 
tention of bringing to thig country the 
bulk of the ore produced at the mines 
of that company. In connection with 
iron production it is stated in a report 
recently issued, that Japan imports 
iron and steel products to a value of 
$16,000,000, and the imports of similar 
products into the Australian colonies 
amount to $40,000,000 a year. 

COPPER. 

The American Metal Market of New 
York is of the opinion that copper, at 
present prices, is being sold for less than 
it is worth. In an article on this sub- 
ject it says: “Notwithstanding that 
the market for copper is quiet, the 
conviction is spreading that there ig no 
absolute necessity to mine and sell 
copper at unreasonably low figures. 
While some mines can operate with a 
margin of profit and sell copper around 
12% cents a pound, other producers 
would be compelled to get along with- 
out much over cost of production, and to 
some it would mean a deficit after de- 
ducting all expenses. There is noth- 
ing to hinder producers getti a fair 
price if they would only demand it, and 
insist on getting it for their product. 
Even on a larger output than present 
consumption is able to absorb, a 13 or 
l14-cent market would provide finances 
for companies to carry a percentage of 
their production 121 forcing it for 
sale et a sacrifice, and breaking down 
prices at a time when demand fell be- 
low the normal point.” 

The consumption of copper in Ger- 
many, according to the annual report 
of Aaron Hirsch & Son of Holberstadt, 
was 89,548 long tons in 1901. That is 
27,352 tons less than the consumption 
of 1900. The principal cause of the re- 
duced consumption was the diminu- 
tion in the quantity of copper used for 
electrical purposes. The same firm 
reports the consumption of copper dur- 
ing 1901 in the following five countries 
as follows: United States, 175,800 tons; 
United Kingdom, 107,021; Germany, 89,- 
548; France, 180; Austria, 21,016. 
Total for the five for 1901, 439,565 tons, 
against 480,484 tons in 1900. 

ARIZONA MINES. 

The Harshaw correspondent of the 
Nogales Vidette writes: “The Melba 
Mining Company recently struck a 
very fine ledge of ore at the 260-foot 
level in the Altar mine.” 

Mineral Wealth of Kingman says it 
is rumored that a concentration plant 
will be erected at the Gen. Grant mine.

VERY RICH ORE. 

Late reports from Denver, Colo., con- 
firm those first sent out of the richness 
of the new strike in the Vindicator 
mine at Cripple Creek. General Man- 
ager Campbell is quoted as saying: 
“Between the eighth and ninth levels 
in the old Lillie chute we have opened 
a seam of ore which ig some of the 
richest rock ever taken out of the prop- 
erty. It is about four inches wide and 
runs very high. The ore is so rich that 
we are sacking it. The strike was 
made in an upraise from the ninth 
level, at a point 200 feet north of the 
main shaft.” A futher report states: 
“Some of the ore goes as high as $12,. 
000 in gold per ton, and is watched by 
a strong guard placed in the mine 
around the sacks. Within the past 
four days $20,000 of the ore has been 
sacked and detectives are on constant 
watch, fearful of the loss of some of 
the precious rock.

STRANGEST OF FISH CAUGHT AT 
SANTA CATALINA. 


— — 


Story of Beautiful Island and Its 
Early Peoples Soon to Be Published 
in Book Form—Pictures for Pythian 
Souvenir. 


AVALON. April 19.—One of the most 
anomalous fishes ever here is in 
one of the aquarium tanks. What ap- 
parently should be the top is not the 
top at all, and what appears to be the 
bottom is the top. 

Most of the work of the market fish- 
ermen is done at night, and last night 
Vincente and his men were seining 
when they caught in their net an enor- 
mous shark, which Vincente says was 
as long as their boat and must have 
weighed 300 cr 400 pounds. It was so 
tangled up in the net that they 
were obliged to kill it before they could 
extricate it, ad it was much too large 
to get into thelr boat. 5 

While untangling it they discovered, 
attached to it underneath, as firmly 
as though a part of it. a little fish 
about a foot long which they forced off 
and preserved. It has no dorsal fin, 
but on the back of its head, extending 
to where the dorsal would begin, is a 
flattened surface about three inches 
long by two in width, which is fitted 
with suckers, and with this it was at- 
tached to the shark. Were it not for 
the gills and the two pectoral fins, 
which surely indicate the under side, 
one could not be persuaded but that 
the fish was reversing nature and 
swimming on its back. From being at- 
tached by the back of its head the top 
of the creature is white, like the belly 
of the shark, and the under side is 
dark in color. It is a reversible, back- 
action fish, and one of the most pe- 
culiar yet seen here.

long-threatened strike ot the em- 
ployés of the United Railway system 
was inaugurated tonight. Thus far 
the only lines affected are the Market 
and Powell-street cable lines. At 9 
o'clock tonight there was a complete 
suspension Of business on these strects 
and the cars were being stabled. 

The cars began stopping on Market 
street about half past 7, and by 9 
o'clock there was a double line of dead 
cars extending for several blocks. 
Shortly afterward the company began 
taking the cars into the barn. In most 
cases the old gripmen remained on 
their cars. Market street was crowded 
with spectators, but there was no disor- 
der beyond that indulged in by irrespon- 
sible boys, who broke a few car win- 
dows. On many cars there were strike 
sympathizers trying to persuade un- 
willing gripmen to leave their poste. 
The strike has not sufficiently de- 
} veloped to give a line on the propor- 

tions it will assume. The executive 
committee of the local division of the 
Amalgamated Order of Street Railway 
Employés asserts that 3000 men will 
come out and that by Monday the 
entire system will be tied up. 

STATEMENT OF EMPLOYEES. 

The railway management claim that 
the strikers will develop but little 
strength, and that they will have no 
difficulty in keeping things moving. 
Both sides have issued statements to 
the public. The employés in their 
statement say: 

“For the last three months the street- 
car men of this city have tried to avert 
a strike and at the same time save 
their union. They have failed to avert 
a strike. The Baltimore syndicate. 
through its duly-authorized representa- 
tives, made fair promises to Mayor 
Schmitz. If these promises. had been 
kept, no strike would have been neces- 
sary. But these capitalists evidently 
believe that they are powerful enough 
to be above the laws of morality; that 
one day they can promise, and the next 
day violate such promises, The incon- 
venience to the public, the suffering of 
the street-car men, is evidently of no 
moment to these rich men, who are 
the owners of nearly all the street rail- 
roads of San Francisco. 

“We believe that the people of San 
Francisco and of California are with 
the street-railway men of this city. 
“We ask for but little. 

First, we ask for the right to be- 
long to a union of our calling: the 
right to exercise the dearest right of 
American citizenship. 

“Second, we ask that those of our 
members who have been discharged 
because they exercised this right shall 
be reinstated in their former positions. 

Third, we ask that ten hours shall 
be a days work and 25 cents per hour 
the pay.”

Traffic on Other Roads 
Also Blocked. 


Baltimore Syndicate Has an 
Ugly Fight on Its Hands. 


San Francisco in Throes of 
Fresh Trouble—The Mayor 
Sides With Strikers. 


DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 
AN FRANCISCO, April 19.—[ Exclu- 
S sive Dispatch.) The strike of street 
7 railway employés is on. It began un- 
der spectacular conditions tonight, 
when several hundred conductors and 
motormen abandoned their cars on busy 
streets in the center of the city, in ac- 
cordance with the plan prepared with 
the committee representing the local 
union, known as division No. 205 of the 
Amalgamated Order of Street Railway 
Employés of America. 
It was the intention of the committee 
to have the strike go into effect Sunday 
morning, in order to tie up the lines 
when the big holiday traffic would be 
at stake, but it found its plans were 
known to the officers of the roads, ana 
that they were not likely to prove et- 
fective. In other words, the committee 
learned that the companies had en- 
ployed many men recently to be usea 
in case of emergency. 
A hurry order was therefore sent out 
requiring all men in sympathy with the 
present movement to secure better pay 
and shorter hours to quit work at 6 
o'clock tonight. 
The declared intention of the commit- 
tee is to tie up every line in the city 
except those on California, Hyde, Unton 
and Geary streets. 
The men asked to go out tonight did 
it, with the result that long lines of 
cars were strong along Market and ad- 
joining streets for several hours. The 
members of the committee went from 
car to car, pleading with the motor- 
men and conductors to go out, and they 
were followed by crowds. which at 
night assumed proportions that alarmea 
the police. Mayor Schmitz had a talk 
with Chief of Police Wittman over tne 
telephone, and the latter sent Lieut. 
Birdsall with thirty men down to Mar- 
ket street to see that strikers did not 
disturb the peace. But only three ar- 
rests were made. 
While cars were standing along Mar- 
ket street between Jones and Taylor, 
and on Powell street just north of 
Market, they were targets for a mow 
on the sidewalks, and all sorts of mis 
siles were thrown through the windows. 
Time and again the police charged tne 
crowds of small boys, and street loar- 
ers, who were bent on destroying cars, 
and some of the strikers, wearing unf- 
forms, helped to defend the company’s 
property. 
The company was able to keep cars 
moving at irregular intervals tin 11 
o'clock by using new men who have 
evidently been in training for this 
emergency.

Majority Against it in 
the Senate, Also. 


Administration's Friends are 
Feeling Very Sore. 


Grosvenor and Payne Allege 
Beet-sugar Men Over- 
reached Themselves. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES,} 
EW YORK, April 19.—{ Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] Defeat over 
Cuba. more overwhelming than 
which was met in the 
House, confronts the administra- 
tion in the Senate. The struggle in 
the House was a mere skirmish com- 
pared with the .battle impending in 
the upper branch of Congress. Only 
“Roosevelt luck” can avold disaster. 
There is an apparent majority of 
twelve in the Senate against relief for 
Cuba. 
When the administration officers read 
in the House today that the Senate 
Committee on Relations with Cuba will 
probably refuse to repert any reci- 
procity bill, they were incredulous. This 
incredulity was shared by several of 
the most prominent Senators. Among 
them were true and tried friends of 
the administration, Hke Plait of Con- 
necticutt, chairman of Cuban Com- 
mittee; Hanna. Lodge and Beveridge. 
It lasted until the Senators gathered 
for today’s session. Then a new light 
dawned. Friends of the administra- 
tion learned that while they had been 
resting in fancied security, the beet- 
sugar men had been working, and that 
the clear majority which they could 
justly boast two weeks ago had com- 
pletely disappeared. At first they as- 
certained that the Democratic Sena- 
tors, practically to a man, would stand 
as solidly together as the House Demo- 
crats had stood for the bill as it 
passed the House with the abolition of 
the differential and all. 
Another surprise was in store for 
these men when a canvass was made 
of the Cuban Committee. This can- 
vass was made by friends of Cuba to 
test the accuracy of the statement that 
the committee was against any Cu- 
ban reciprocity bill at this time. 
The poll of the committee, it is 
stated, showed that there was a clear 
majority against Cuba. 


TENSION IS HIGH. 


HOUSE LEADERS FEEL SORE. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 
WASHINGTON, April 19.—Very high 
tension was manifested among members 
of the House today as a result of the 
ection of the House last night in over- 
riding the Ways and Means Committee 
on th eCuban Reciprocity Bil, Chair- 
man Payne took the reverse philoso; n- 
ically. He pointed out that the ¢frect 
of the amendment was to take off not 
only the differential on sugar, but also 
the countervailing duty provided by tne 
Dingley law, a result not intended by 
the author of the bill. Under the Ding- 
ley act an additional, or countervati- 
ing duty is levied on sugars coming 
from countries paying a bounty on su- 
gar equa! in amount to the bounty re- 
ceived. ‘This is by Section 5 of tne 
Dingley act, and is a provision separate 
from that making a differential between 
the duty on raw and refined sugar. Mr. 
Payne holds, however, that as tne 
amendment specifies that the rate ot 
1.825 cents shall be “in lieu of the au- 
ties thereon now provided by law. it 
takes off both the differential, or about 
12 cents per hundred pounds, and the 
countervailing duty of the Dingiey 
law, amounting to between 26 and 27 
cents per hundred pounds. 
-Mr. Payne stated later in the day 
that the abolition of the dlffferentiat 
and countervailing duties affected an 
even greater .reduction and lass than 
he had at first estimated. His figures 
showed the countervailing duty to be 
between 26 and 27 cents per hundrea 
pounds. But this referred to raw sugar 
and the countervailing duty on the re- 
fined article was even more. namely. 
38.3 cents per hundred pounds, This 
with the differential. of 12.5 makes a 
total reduction on refined Sugar of 20. 
cents peng hundred pounds. 
of the Ways and Mee 
mittee also made estimates, which 
in his judgment, bore out the forego- 
ing figures that the amendment would 
take off in differential and countervail.- 
ing duties a total of 50.8 cents on re- 
fined sugar coming from Germany and 
other countries-giving bounties. 
Representative Morris of Minnesota 
who framed the amendment, is éxamin- 
ing the Dingley law and other laws 
to determine whether Mr. Payne's point 
is good. Mr. Morris said that from his 
inquiry so far he did not think the 
claim was good, but if it was, the mat. 
ter could easily be remedies by amend- 
ment. ; 
The Senate is by no means decided as 
to what. it will do with the bill. The 
measure reached the Senate a few min- 
utes after that body convened today 
and was received with exceptional in. 
terest, which was made evident by the 
comment of Senators. , 
The bill goes to the Committee on 
Relations with Cuba, which is com- 
posed of seven Republigans and four 
opposition Senators, Mr; Platt of Con- 
necticut being chairman. When asked

view of the probable course of the com- 
mittee with reference to the measure, 
Senator Platt declined to say more 
than that a meeting would be called 
at an early date to decide upen a 
course action, merely adding: 
“We are not going to lose our com- 
posure, but will consider the question 
carefully.” 
The best opinion is that the bill will 
remain in committee for some time 
and a Republican Senator suggested 
the possibility of an investigation into 
the question of the probable bene- 
ficiaries under the proposed reduction, 
if made. 
If the bill had passed the House 
without an amendment removing the 
differential on refined sugar, it would 
have received the support of two of 
the four opposition members of the 
committee. These are Messrs. Money 
and Simond and they are now more 
than ever pleased with it. On the 
other hand, at least two of the Repub- 
lican members, Messrs. McMillan and 
Spooner, oppose the bill. The indica- 
tions are that the Democratic strength 
of the committee will now be thrown 
to the support of the differential 
amendment. Hence it seems prob- 
able that the character of the report 
to be made to the Senate, if any is 
made, will depend upon the other, Re- 
publican members of the committee, 
Messrs. Platt, Aldrich, Cullom, Deboe 
and Burnham. 3 
Senator Teller says he will support 
any action calculated to kill the bill 
in the Senate and he is inclined, to 
think that the House adoption of the 
amendment for the removal of the 
differential will have that effect. 
There are not a few Senators who 
predict that the bill win be allowed 
to die in committee. 


TRUST INVESTIGATION.— . 


TELLER’'S RESOLUTION. 
IBY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

WASHINGTON, April 19.—Mr. Teller 
of Colorado today introduced in the 
Senate the following: 

“Whereas, it has been currently re- 
ported that nearly the entire crop of 
Cuban sugar has been purchased and 
is now held by what is generally 
known as the sugar trust, which is the 
principal consumer of raw sugar in 
the United States, and that any conces- 
sion given to the raiser of cane sugar 
in the Island of Cuba of any measure 
intended for their relief by admitting 
their sugar at reduced rates of duty 
into the United States, will only benefit 
the sugar trust, and that the Cubans 
will receive no real benefit from such 
concessions; and, whereas, it is alleged 
that a number of citizens of the United 
States have acquired large holdings of 
cane-producing lands in Cuba and are 
now especially urging the reduction of 
duty on sugar, under the claim that 
such reduction will benefit the people 
of Cuba; theréfore, be it 

“Resolved, that the Committee on 
Relations with Cuba be directed to 
make an investigation as te the truth 
of the charges and report to the en- 
ate, and to report, in addition thereto, 
what is the normal cost of making 
sugar in the Island of Cuba; and also, 
if any concession shall be made in the 
way of a reduction of the duty on 
sugar coming from Cuba into the 
United States, what concessions should 
be made by the government of Cuba 
about to be established, on articles pro- 
duced in the United States and ex- 
ported into the sald Island of Cuba, in 
order to make a reciprocal and equit- 
ablé arrangement as to exports to 
Cuba and imports therefrom to the 
United States.” 
The resolution was referred to the 
Committee on Relations with Cuba, at 
the suggestion of Mr. Piatt of Connec- 
ticut, chairman of that committee.

SOME WESTERN REPRESENTA- 
TIVES UNCOMFORTABLE 


Fears Entertained That Action on 
Cuban Reciprocity and Chinese Ez 
clusion Bilis May Prevent the Re- 
election of Several Republicans. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, April 19.—[ Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The fact that Congress is 
apt to adjourn very late this year, pos- 
sibly not till the middle of July, makes 
considerable anxiety over the Congres- 
sional elections in several Western 
States. This anxiety has been added to 
materially by the Cuban sugar fight in 
the House and by the action of the 
Senate in turning down the labor-union 
leaders on the Chinese Exclusion Bill 
and adopting a bill opposed by that 
element. 

In California it is believed that if a 
strong State ticket is put up all the 
present members of Congress may be 
returned with comparative ease, with 
the exception of Mr. Woods, in the 
Second District, and he could come 
back, probably, with less difficulty 
than anybody else, if he would consent 
to be a candidate again. In some Call- 
fornia districts, however, there is going 
to be a very hot fight, according to 
news that is received in Washington. 

In the First District, now represented 
by Frank L. Coombs, there will be no 
contest, so far as known here, in the 
Republican ranks, and Mr. Coombs 
will get a renomination without even 
trying for it. He is a candidate for 
another term. The Democrats in that 


district have heretofore split up 
somewhat, but this year there are 
signs that they are going to get to- 


gether and nominate a young man to 
inake «a strenuous fight against Coombs, 
If they do this, there will be a good 
fight, for it is a pretty close district. 
Still no one seems to be worrying much 
about Coombs's chances for being re-

Carriers Have Been Violating 
the Statutes— Several 
Points Undecided.

those involving the pooling of citrus- 
fruit traffic by the ratlroads, the 
transportation rate, carload weight | 
refrigeration charges are left to be 
cided in a future opinion by the come 
mission. 

As these cases were originally 
brought before the commission they 
comprised the cases of the Congoli- 
dated Forwarding Company against 
the rallroad companies named; the 
Southern California Fruit Exchange 
against railroads with the Continental 
Fruit Express Company and Armour & 
Co. as intervenors. In these cases the 
following allegations were made for de- 
cision by the commission: 

POINTS FOR DECISION. 

(1.) That the defendants are commen 
carriers subject to the act to regulate 
commerce. 

(2.) That defendants’ charge of 81. 
per 100 pounds for t oranges 
and lemons from Southern California 
points to ‘all eastern destinations be- 
vond the State of Colorado, is exces- 
sive and unreasonable. 

(3.) That the charges collected by 
the defendants for icing refrigerater 
ears used in transporting oranges ang 
lemons, are excessive and unreasonable, 
and that these charges paid over to the 
owners of such cars with which defend- 
ants have contracts, are made for 
service Which the defendants are re- 
quired by law to perform at reasonable 


transportation service. 

4.) That one of the car lines with 
which defendants have contracts is 
managed or controlled by Edwin T. 
Earl. who also manages and controls 
“what is known as the Ear! Fru Com- 
-pany, a shipper of oranges and lemons, 
and a competitor of complainants, and 
that In the management of such car 
line over defendants’ roads, Earl ob- 
tains knowledge of shipments by com- 
plainants and others, which results in 
giving him and the Earl Fruit Comr 
pany unlawful preference, and sub- 
jects complainants to wrongful disad- 
vantages. | 

(5.) That the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany and other defendants, composing 
what is known as the Santa Fé sys- 
tem, unlawully agreed to pool their 
tariff in oranges, lemons and other cit- 
rus fruits, which originate in Southern 
California, and divide the net proceeds 
therefrom. 

(6.) That prior to January 1, 1900, 
complainants exercised, without objec- 
tion on the. part of defendants, their 
right to select the routes over which 
shipments should be carried to eastern 
destinations, but upon that date de- 
fendants unlawfully established a ule 
whereby the initial carrier reserves to 
itself the routing of all shipments of 
citrue fruits destined beyond its own 
terminals.

CONCLUSBIONS REACHED. 
In making his conclusion and decis- 
ion, Commissioner Clementa, for the 
commission, says: 
“One important question presented in 
this case is whether the initial carriers 
can lawfully reserve to themselves the 
routing of shipments, and deny the 
shipper the choice , of established 
routes. Carriers are required to follow 
the instructions and directions given by 
shippers wherever practicable. It -is 
contended, however, by the defendanta, 
that joint through routes and rates are 
made by agreement between the con- 
necting carriers, and those routes and 
rates are to be regarded open to the 
public, and upon: such conditions as 
may be specified under agreements, and 
it is pointed wut that upon traffic under 
consideration a through rate is guaran- 
teed only upon condition that the reut- 
ing be absolutely and unqualifiedly in 
the control of the initial carrier. Joint 
through routes and rates ordinarily are 
subject to agreement between partict- 
pating carriers, but when they have 
been established and until finally abro- 
gated or changed, they are required by 
statute to be kept open to public use. 
It is claimed by the respondents 
that control of routing by the ini 
carrier is necessary and effective in 
this case to prevent the payment of 
unlawful rebate by their conne:tions 
in through lines and routes. On the

GLY towns, ugly cities, ugly homes, in a land like 
U this of Southern California, are a sin, a crime 
against nature, a-species of unpardonable outlawry, 
for here the law of nature is everywhere the law of 
beauty and of harmony. God here has made all things 
fair. We have the glory of almost eternal sunshine, the 


unfailing fragrance of flowers; the unfading emerald of 


forest trees; the beauty of rounded hills and vast, wide- 
reaching plains, together with the grandeur of towering 
Sierras, wrapped in ever-changing lights and shadows, 
which form wonderful mosaics of color and of beauty. 
The great sea stretches along our borders, and from our 
hill slopes we may see its silver tides flashing in the 
sunlight, while the cloudless blue bends over all and the 
sun floods the world with light, and Growth walks ev- 


erywhere abroad. 
In such a Jand it would be an easy matter to make the 


home life of our people more largely beautiful. Sylvester 


Baxter, in the April number of the Century, says: “One 
of the most hopeful chapters in the record of American 
progress in civilization is that which tells of the de- 
velopment of a more beautiful life for the people at 
large. The love of the beautiful probably exists in every 
human being, and in some shape strives for expression. 
To unfetter it, to give it the means of intelligent utter- 
ance—that is one of the great aims of civilization.” 
Los Angeles has already gccomplished much in the 
line of civic beauty, as witness her many beautiful parks, 
her well-paved streets, her fine public buildings, the 
varied and attractive architecture of her homes, adorned 
by extensive and highly-improved grounds. It is a city 
of charming homes and of high standards of beauty. 
But much more may be done than has already been ac- 
complished. We should have cleaner streets and more 
shade trees along our highways. Let the trees, those 
„thoughts of God,” grow tall and towering along all of 
our streets, dropping their grateful shade along our 
paths. 
There is nothing that will so add to the charms of our 
semi-tropic city as a large increage of our tree life, and 
a high standard of beauty for our homes, There is no 
excuse for the existence of anything like “raw ugliness” 


in Los Angeles and vicinity, for nature here undeviat- 
ingly follows along the lines of beauty and is constantly 
inviting our codéperation to secure the most desirable 


results. 

Numberless communities throughout the country have 
been inspired by this spirit of improvement and the de- 
sire to “bring touches of nature into the desert hearts of 
great cities,“ and the dawn of the new century has seen 
a vast change for the better in this respect. Much that 
was forbidding in the general aspect of the town and 
city has disappeared. The style of architecture has been 
vastly improved; parks have been multiplied; green spots 
have been nourished, and shade trees have been planted 
in large numbers, till the city is no longer divorced 
from the country, nor are the little children growing up 
in the city’s heart entire strangers to the manifold 
charms of nature. 

Years ago there was altogether too much actual truth 
in the old saying, God made the country and man made 
the town,” but as civilization has advanced, and the 
value of beautiful surroundings has been more justly

have a party of scouts going in front of us to prevent 
ambush, and now and then the scouts meet the Negritos. 
The little brown men Jook at them from a distance, but 
generally scamper as they approach. The result is that 
it is almost impossible to get pictures of them in their 
Savage state, and I find it difficult to make snap- 
Shots of such as are serving as slaves. 


A Nation of Slaves. 


“Yes, as slaves! The Negritos are a nation of slaves. 
They are in servitude not only in Mindanao, but in ev- 
ery one of our islands. They are owned by both Chris- 
tians and Moros. I have already described how four 
children were offered to me for $50 in the lower part of 
the Philippine Islands. The woman who tried to sell 
them was a Christian. She had not a Mohammedan hair 
in her head, and I have since learned that the holdirg 
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of slaves on that island is common among the Chris- 
tians. | 

“It is the same throughout the archipelago. There 
are planters not far from Manila who have Negritos 
working for them. I have seen them ‘among the house 
servants of the farmers of the great central valley, and 
in a trip which I made through the province of Papanga 
I stopped at a sugar planter‘s house and was there 
waited upon by these little Negritos, who were in slav- 
ery. | asked the planter what they were worth. He told 
me they had cost him about $20 apiece, and when I pro- 
posed that I take a snapshot of one of them he con- 
sented. The boy I selected was named Manuel. He was 
19 years old, but no taller than our boys of 10. He was 
hardly three feet in height, was as dark as stove black- 
ing and his little round head. was covered with black 
curls. His master proposed that he pose for the camera, 
but as soon as the instrument was pointed at him 
Manuel fled with a terrified howl and he was not in 
sight during the rest of my stay. j 

“I succeeded, however, in getting a photograph of a 
Negrito slave nurse girl and her little Filipino master 
and mistress. The little slave seemed to be on an al- 
most even footing with the planter’s children, and I am 
told that this is the case in most families. The slavery 
is seldom onerous or cruel. 


“Many of the Negritos so sold are orphans. There are 
no asylums for such little ones in the woods, and the 
head men of the tride turn them into money by selling. 
Other slaves are taken in battle by the stronger of the 
savage tribes, and some children are sold, I am told, by 
their parents. It is only the little ones that are so dis 


posed of.” 
Uncle Sam’s Pygmies. 


But who are these Negritos? 

They look much like the pictures of the dwarfs which 
you find in books of African travel, and they are, so far 
as I know, the only race of dwarfs outside the Dark Con- 
tinent. Many of them, when full grown, are so small 
thet they can walk under the outstretched arm of the 
average American soldier without touching it. I have 
seen but few who are as much as four feet in height, and 
all are puny, lean and weak looking. Gen. Fred Grant 
has made quite a study of them, and some of the ma- 
terial in this letter is from conversations with him. 
Where do they compe from? | 
The Negritos were here when the Spaniards arrived. 
They have given them the name of Negritos, or little 
negroes, and that is just what they are. They are ne- 
groes in miniature, negroes so small that one of the big 
black fellows of our colored regiments could almost swal- 
low one and not feel uncomfortable. Negroes with black 
skins and big features! Negroes with wide nostrils, 
thick lips and flat noses! Negroes with black woolly 
hair, not so tight to the head as that of the African, 
but of the same wiry texture. They have the same 
whiteness of the eyebal!, and would, I venture, have the 
same whiteness of the teeth were it not that they chew 
betel. This turns the teeth black. 
How the Negritos Dress. | 
Our Negrito cousins will never be customers for 
American goods. The average department store carries 
enough cotton in stock to outfit the whole nation. The 
pygmies of the mountains go almost naked. Their 
women wear strings of beads or shells about the neck 
and a waist strip of cotton which extends to the knees. 
The men have only a string and a breech cloth. 
I can’t say that I like the looks of these people. They 
have very thin legs and very full stomachs, possessing 
what is. known in Porto Rico as the “banana belly,” 
an enlargement of the abdomen which comes from their 
diet. Their food is roots and wild fruits, especially 
wild bananas, and also such game as they can find in the 
mountains. They have no settled farms, although we 
pass now and then a little patch of rice or Indian corn. 
Such patches are not bigger than bed quilts and they 
are found in natural clearings. The Negritos merely 
scratch the surface of the ground and sow the secd, tak- 
ing up new places year after year, : 


The Hunters of the Philippines. 


The Negritos are good hunters and trappers. They 
catch many deer and wild hog. I saw several deer 
traps on our way through the mountains. One which 
we passed this morning was merely a long bamboo pole 
fastened to the trees across a path down which the deer 
came to a drinking place at a stream. The pole had 
loops of rattan so hung from it that when a deer ran 
under it the horns would catch in the loops. The loops 
had a slip noose, and as the deer pulled. away they 
tightened and held him until the Negritos, who were 
watching, could spear or shoot him while so entangled. 
In places there are long rows of these traps. They must 
be of value, although it would seem that the deer could 
easily pull loose. 
I-am told that the Negritos are excellent archers. 
Gen. Fred Grant has a large collection of their bows and 
arrows, gathered from different parts of these moun- 
tains. The bows are of a black hard wood, and the 
strings are of twisted rattan; the arrow shafts are of 
bamboo and the arrowheads are of iron with needle- | 
like points and so barbed just above where they join 
the wood that it is impossible to pull them out. Some 
have detachable heads fastened by strings to the shafts. 
When an animal is wounded the arrowhead stays in the 
flesh, held there by the harpoon-like barbs, and the shaft 
flies off and drags along the ground, catching on every 
obstruction and impeding the flight of the animal, 


They are Cave Dwellers. 


I am disappointed in not seeing more Negrito houses. 
I learn that most of the pygmies live in caves, although 


they now and then build up little shelters or sheds made 
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of grasses and bamboo poles. These sheds seem to be 
for temporary use. A Negrito can erect one in a couple 
of hours, and so he leaves it at will. They wander 


about from place to place, sleeping where night over 


takes them, and not caring for permanent habitation. 
They have little clothing or other belongings, and the 
woman can easily carry the household utensils, which 
consist of but a few cups and shells. Outside some of 
the huts you can see the remains of the cooking. The 
’ stove consists of three stones placed in the shape of a 
triangle, so that a pot can rest upon them over the coals. 
The people eat with their flagers and drink from the 


streams.

hear that the savage Nerritos in all parts of the 
island are afraid of white people and that they will run 
at their approach. For this reason little is known of 
their customs. Those used as slaves are captured so 
young that they can tell but little about their own peo- 
ple. The race is apparently as weak intellectually as 
it is physically. They are heatken, and so far mission- 


aries have made no impresicn upon them. 


The average Negrito has but oue wife, although he 
may have female slaves, havifig adopted as such the 
widows of- h deceased friends or female relatives. 
Marriages take place at an carly age, and girls are 
usually wedded by the time they are thirteen, In the 
marriage ceremony the groom catehes the bride and 
drags her to her parents, telling them he wants to marry 
her. If the old folks consent, a cocoanut shell of water 
is poured over the couple, their woolly heads are pressed 


together and from that time on they are man and wife. 


Whether the bride gets a new wedding waist cloth I do 
not know, but I am told that the two always go off by 
themselves on a trip through the woods during the 
honeymoon. This lasts for five days. Then they come 


‘back and live with the rest of the tribe. 


In the Zambales Mountains. N 


I am now traveling through the Zambales Mountains 
with Gen. Fred Grant and his staff We have a guard 
of fifty of the brigade scouts under Lieut. Frank S. Burr. 
Gen. Grant is making a tour of inspection of his military 
posts, which are scattered over a large part of the cen- 
tral valley of Luzon and through the mountains as far 
south as Manila Bay. The tour will last a week and it 
will include some of the wildest country of Luzon, 

We are traveling on horseback, and at this moment 
are at Calang, in the very heart of the mountains. Here 
our soldiers have a camp which is as pristine as the 
habitation of Robinson Crusoe. The tents are little 
etructures of hay and bamboo, just large enough for 
the soldiers to crawl into them. They are hidden by 
the high grass, and a troop of insurrectos might stumble 
upon them without knowing it There are about fifty 
soldiers in the camp, but the mountains are full of 
brigands, and the men are allowed to go nowhere with- 
out their guns. There is a swimming pool nearby, but 
the swimmers do not get far away from the bank where 
their guns lie, and while they are bathing other soldiers 
watch with loaded rifles. 


Campaigning in the Mounta‘ns. 

I had no idea what campaigning in Luzon meant until 
I came into the mountains. I have never visited a coun- 
try so rugged, so wild and so dangerous. Our trail here 
was over hills so steep that the horses almost feil back- 
ward as they tried to mount them and so steep that we 
had to get off and walk while going down. In some 
places it seemed like climbing down the side of a wall, 
and the horses straightened out their feet and slid. The 
foothills of the mountains are covered with a wiry grass 
from ten to twelve feet high. My horse is over sixteen 
hands and my head is entirely hidden as I ride through 
these regions. I cannot see the officers in front of or 
behind me, and I have to hold my arms before my face 
to keep the grass from cutting me. Much of the trail 
has been chopped out of the jungle along the bed of the 
e It was made by the rebels with the idea that 


it Bvould form an avenue of escape for their troops and 
that the Americans, would not dare to follow. Still, 
Lieuts. Burr and Humphrey came over that trail with a 
band_of the brigade scouts after dark. They made their 
way right into the mountains to seven miles beyond 
where I now am. At Dimundan they had a fight with 


the insurrectos, killed a number of them and captured 


their guns. 
A Sample Mountain Trail. 


A description of this trail will give you some idea of 
these mountains of Luzon. It has been cut with bolos 
right out of the tropical vegetation. I rode for miles 


through it, my horse tramping in the bed of a stream of | 


mountain water, grazed by the sharp bamboos on each 
side, and with from fifty to sixty feet of tangled bamboo 
above my head. It was like going through an avenue 
or cave cut out of the forest. The time we came 
through it yesterday was at high noon, and that the 
noon of the tropics, but the vegetation was so thick it 
was almost dark. 

The roof of the path was so low that I had to hug 
my horse to keep from being torn off him. As we 
jogged along I now and then took out my note book 
and tried to make a description, only to find a big rope 
of bamboo catching me by the neck, or my hat jerked 
from my head by a down-hanging branch. 

I cannot describe the vegetation. Tangle is the only 
word for it. Above and on each side of us were great 
ropes of green so tied and twisted together that you 
could not possibly crawl through them without an ax 
or a bolo. Through this tangle rising upward for a 
distance of 100 feet without a branch were silver- 
trunked trees of the finest hardwood, some of them al- 
most 200 feet high. Now we would pass fern trees, with 
branches fifteen feet long and with leaves as delicate in 
their texture as the finest lace. There were orchids every-

When the monetary system of Domingo was changed 
and American money made the standard, local currency 
suffered a severe depreciation. At the present time it 
is worth only twenty cents on the dollar and it goes 
a-begging at that. An attempt is always made to give 
the stranger Dominican money in exchange for his 


American dollars, but, if he is wise, he will insist on 


getting his change in his own coin, for, if he should ac- 
cept the local currency, it would in all likelshood be re- 
fused the first time he tende gd it, the urbane native 
telling him by way of explanation, “American money 
very good, sefior.” The Dominican dollar is a formida- 
ble-looking coin, but it has less than ten cents worth of 
silver in it. 


No Highwaymen There. 


—ͤ— — 


The careless manner in which money is carted from 
one place to another in Domingo offers a new field for 
the American highwayman, if that worthy is disposed 
to take kindly to the theory of expansion and go out 
to grow up with a new country. A member of one firm 
told me that his concern had been sending for many 
years, at regular intervals, large sums of money— 
sometimes as much as $30,000—to the interior with no 
other guard than an old negro. The money is loaded 
on the backs of mules, the halter of each tied to the 
tail of the one preceding it, and the caravan thus makes 
its way to ita destination, traversing sparsely-settled dis- 
tricts, winding along half-broken trails in the moun- 
tains, and camping wherever night overtakes it. On 
some trips the old darky loses time by getting drunk, 
his mules foraging while he sleeps off the effects of his 
spree. When taken to task by his employers for this 
carelessness he invariably replies: “I have never lost a 
dollar of your money, so why should you object to my 
having a little time for recreation?” 3 

If you are @ person accustomed to making good use 
of your time, you will need to encompass yourself with

This may be 
so, but the European concerns never tell us that. They 
afterward took our orders for furniture and shirts and 
were glad to get them. They always do that which we 
require. We cannpt understand why the Americans, 
who are so clever and enterprising, cannot find a way 
to do profitably the things that the merchants of Eu- 
rope have always done, and are now more willing than 
ever to do,” 

This is a plain statement of the case and should prove 
food for thought to those who have trade interests in the 
Antilles, for the situation, as outlined by the Dominican, 
applies not only to his island, but to them all. 


Germans Crowding In. 


Wille I was going through the customhouse I took 


the trouble to see where the most of the European goods 
came from. Can the reader guess what country sent 
the largest quantity? It was Germany. And thé show- 
ing was a worthy one. If the Yankee maintains his 
commercial supremacy here; if he succeeds in his inva- 
sion elsewhere, it will not be without taking into account 
the stolid Teuton. In the West Indies, like in all the 
world, the German is increasing his balances of trade. 
In Domingo he is gaining rapidly. As our ship lay at 
anchor waiting for the mail, a Hamburg merchantman 
came into the offing and for hours there poured over its 
side a steady stream of every conceivable kind of mer- 
chandise. There were kegs of beer, boxes of cheese, 
crates of furniture, barrels of chinaware and bags of 
rice. No matter what port it is, or what the conditions 
may be, there is always something doing with the Ger- 
man. He is an indefatigable trade winner. He has ap- 
parently “hitched his wagon to a star,” that star being 
the commercial leadership of the world. To those of ua 
who believe that to be exalted mission of the United 
States, it is evident that there must be eventually a 
locking of horns, the friendly visits of princes to the 
contrary notwithstanding.

Some Live Men. : 
Despite the fact that the country has an abnormal 
growth of moss on its back, it has many intelligent, en- 
terprising business men; men who have been to Eu- 
rope and the United States, and who are well posted on 
international affairs. I will quote one of these mer- 
chants in order to once more emphasize the fact that 
the American business men are not near living up to 
their opportunities tor trade advancement in this part 
of the world, and to lay especial stress on the likeli- 
hood of their losing prestige if they continue to rely 
wholly on the geographical advantages they hold over 
their foreign competitors. “We would prefer to buy 
all our goods from the manufacturers of the United 
States,” said the merchant in response to my question, 
“because we can get them so quickly, but there are 


willingly grant us, which we cannot obtain from the 
Americans. Our firm has several stores and we handle 
an immense quantity of merchandise. I will tell you of 
my experience last year in the American market. 1 
went to New York to do some buying for my concern, 
and I went first to a furniture house where I was shown 
the goods in the salesroom. In making my selections 
I could not use the regular suites as they ran, but 
wanted more chairs. They would not break the lots for 
me. I offered to take a large quantity—really in excess 
of our needs—but they said they did not do business 
that way. I wanted the goods very much but did not 
buy. In the matter of shirts I met the same exper- 
lence. It is a peculiarity of the trade here that the gar- 
ments must be longer than those worn by the men in 
the States. Before going north I had arranged to do 
the buying for several firms other than my own, and, 
although I had a large order to start with, together 
with the certainty of being a regular customer in the 
future, I could not get the shirts made as I wanted 
them.” Here I interrupted the speaker to ask what

IT WAS LINCOLN. 


THE MYSTERIOUS FIGURE THAT PRAYED ALL 
NIGHT WITH BEECHER. 


[Samuel Scoville, Jr., in the Sunday-school Times:] 
During the year 1862, the hopes of the North were at 
their lowest ebb. It was in that year that the second 
battle of Bull Run had been fought and lost, McClellan 
was intrenched before Richmond, and the strength and 
resources of the nation seemed to have been fruitlessly 
wasted. Henry Ward Beecher was then in Brooklyn, 
and was perhaps more prominently associated “with the 
cause of the North at that time than any other minister 
of the gospel. He had preached and lectured and fought 


its battles in pulpit and press all over the country, had 


ransomed slaves from his pulpit, and his convictions 
and feelings were everywhere known. 

Late one evening a stranger called at his home and 
asked to see him. Mr. Beecher was working alone in his 
study, as was his usual custom, and this stranger re- 
fused to send up his name, and came muffled in a mil- 
itary cloak which completely hid his face. Mrs. Beecher’s 
suspicions were aroused, and she was very unwilling that 
he should have the interview which he requested, es- 
pecially as Mr. Beecher’s life had been frequently threat- 
ented by sympathizers with the South. The latter, how- 
ever, insisted that his visitor be shown up. Accordingly, 
the stranger entered, the doors were shut, and for hours 
the wife below could hear their voices and their foot- 
steps as they paced back and forth. Finally, toward 
midnight, the mysterious visitor went out, still muffled 
in his cloak, so that it was impossible to gain any idea 
of his features. 

The years went by, the war was finished, the President 
had suffered martyrdom at his post, and it was not until 
shortly before Mr. Beecher’s death, over twenty years 
later, that it was known that the mysterious stranger 
who had called on the stormy winter night was Abra- 
ham Lincoln. The stress and strain of those days and 
nights of struggle, with all the responsibilities and sor- 
rows of a nation fighting for its life thrust upon him 
had broken down his strength, and for a time under- 
mined even his courage. He had traveled alone in dis- 


‘guise and at night from Washington to Brooklyn to gain 


the sympathy and help of one whom he knew as a man 
of God, engaged in the same great battle in which he 
was the leader. Alone for hours that night the two had 
wrestled together in prayer with the God of battles and 
the Watcher over the right, until they had received the 
help which He had promised to those who seek His aid. 
Whatever were the convictions and religious belief of 
Abraham Lincoln, there is no doubt that he believed in 
prayer, and made that the source of his strength. |

INSTRUMENT NEARLY FINISHED AT 
YERKES OBSERVATORY.

HICAGO, April 4.—Imagine a telescope a thousand 
C feet long, mounted on the summit of a lofty table- 
land in the clearest obtainable atmosphere. 
' Conceive it not as a slender steel tube mounted on an 
axis turned by a gigantic but delicate astronomical] clock 


in a dome covering forty acres of ground, but as a long, 


low shed, without windows or doors in its sides, and 
with nothing about it to relate it to the observatories of 
today except a ten-foot plane mirror mounted on a 
coelostat at one end, and back of and about the mirror 

laboratories filled with the largest and best obtainable 
apparatus for the analysis and study of star images. 
And with all this, what else? 

Perhaps nothing at all, for the thousand-foot telescope 
is as yet only the astronomer’s dream, and in a large 
way its future is conditioned by the success of a smaller, 
but still enormous, telescope under construction at the 
Yerkes Observatory of the University of Chicago at Wil- 
liams Bay, Wiz. 

Perhaps, on the other hand, unimaginable things 
about distant worlds, as yet undiscovered; the details 
of star clusters and nebulae, of which even the existence 
is as yet unknown; more probably phenomena in con- 


nection with the moon and the planets, which will 


make the fancies of a sensational novelist take sec- 
ondary place in fascinating literature. 

And with all this, An Emancipated Astronomer, seated 
in the midst of his apparatus, directing, focusing, but 
no longer following with weary eye and tired body the 
slow progress of the butt end of the telescope across the 

_observing floor. For, while the thousand-foot telescope 
is still a dream, the 165-foot instrument is nearing com- 
pletion at the Yerkes Observatory. Should it be suc- 
cessful, it will mark the introduction of the methods of 


and will enable the astronomer to apply to the details 
of his work recording and measuring instruments which 
cannot be pperated with any telescope that must be bal- 
anced and moved by an astronomical clock. ; 0 


Photography in Astronomy. 


We are accustomed to think of a telescope as a long 
steel tube equipped with lenses for bringing close to the 
observer the image of the star or nebula. We think of 
the astronomer as a man ‘doomed to spend the nights 
of his life in a cold dome, open to the weather, while 
with the eye glued to the smaller end of the big instrue 
ment he moves hour after hour across the floor of the 
observatory, slowly noting down the phenomena which 

he there observes. These phenomena the layman must 
take on the astronomer's word. 5 
In the last twenty years, to be sure, photography has 


big telescope at the University of Chicago Observatory 
the astronomers faced the same experience others had, 
the big telescope would not take such good photographs 
of the fainter stars as the smaller instruments would. 
In fact, as the observatory was equipped with a battery 
of three telescopes, it was found that each of them—the 
12-inch refractor, the 2-foot reflector and the 40-inch re- 
fractor—was best suited for some particular kind of 
photographic work. The big fellow enormously mag- 
nified the images and showed details which were not 
imaginable from pictures made from the smalier instru- 
ments. But the big fellow needed so much light to 
make a picture, with his long focal length, that he 
. would have needed two or three nights, perhaps, to 
make a photograph which the smallest of the three 
would have made finely in six or seven hours. In fact, 
it was shown that the great observatory of the future 
was likely to be not necessarily the possessor of the 
largest telescope in the world, but the one possessing 
the largest battery of telescopes, each adapted to some 
particular work. 
Spectroscopical Astronémy. 
| There was another field of development going on in 
astronomy along with stellar photography, and that was 
the bringing of the methods of the physical laboratory 
into play more and more. For centuries astronomers 
had gazed at stars, measured and observed and studied 
them with the eye. They had come to apply analytical 
apparatus to the end of the telescope and record there- 
with facts about the stars that could not be perceived 
with the eye. And they had come to a point beyond 
which they could not utilize this apparatus with the re- 
volving telescopes. Every pound of weight added to the 
chance of deranging the telescope, and, besides,’ there 
was no room to attach the big spectroscopes, twenty-five 
_ feet or more in length, to the end of the tube. 
And the possibilities of the use of this apparatus were 
as alluring as were those of photography. Away out 
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Remarkable Eclipse Photography, 
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there millions of miles distant is a star. To the eye it 
remains year in, year out, a fixed point of light. Even

servations. More recently it has been discovered that 
astronomical photographs may show things which can- 
not be seen with the naked eye even through the most 
powerful telescope. The astronomer has learned that by 
attaching a photographic plate to his telescope and keep- 
ing it at a given point in the heavens for several hours | 
he will find on deevloping the plate that he has a better . 
image of the stars in that part than his eye gave him— | 
since his eye was subject to fatigue and the plate was 
not. Besides, he will have a record that he may show 
wherever he will and which is as plain to any one with- | 
out a telescope as it is to him. Moreover, he may find— 
as has frequently happened—that he has countless stars 
and perhaps even nebulae recorded which he has never 
seen. Though he may gaze for hours he cannot see 
these with his eye. Yet by the use of successive plates 
he can study their phenomeng from night to night and 
preserve a record of them that will show whether any 
change in position or shape is taking place. 

Taking these stellar photographs is a difficult job. In 
the first place, the lenses of the telescope are made for 
the use of the eye. Glass will not refract all rays of 
light equally. Consequently, when we wish to focus rays 
with a lens we must use one which will bring to a focus 
the particular rays we need to use. 

Our eyes see with the yellow and green rays, and these 
are the ones that are focused in visual“ lenses, such as 
are used in telescopes. Ordinarily, the photographic 
plate is sensitive to blue and violet rays, and to those 
ultra violet rays which are beyond the eye. When it 
was decided to use the big Lick telescope for photo- 
graphing the heavens it was found necessary to con- 
struct an additional lens, at the cost of $12,000, to put 
on over the visual lens, that it might focus the “actinic” 


— 
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and made it awkward to handle. But it enabled the as- 
tronomers to get very wonderful pictures, especially of 
the moon. 

But photographic plates need not be sensitive to the 
blue and violet alone. It is possible to “orthrochromatize” 
the plate—that is, to “dye” the solution with which it is 
sensitized so that it will be affected by other rays.

“visual” lens, and the picture that the eye sees can be

actual process employed at several observatories today 
—notably at the Yerkes Observatory, where it has made 
the 40-inch refractor, the largest in existence, a photo- 
graphic instrument. |

de discovers that what appears to be one is really two,

through the telescope it does not appear to move, so 
slight is its orbit compared with the enormous distance 
that separates it from us. Yet it is whirling through 
space as we are, about some sun which it obeys, as we 
do ours. How do the astronomers learn this? Through 
the spectroscope. 
Every one is familiar with the fact that when a 
whistling locomotive is approaching, the pitch of the 
whistle rises, and as the engine recedes, it falls. This 
is because the sound waves are “crowded together by 
the onrushing engine, and shortened as it a ae 
and are drawn out longer as it goes the other way. T 
same thing happens to the light of an onrushing star. 
The eye cannot detect it, but the spectroscope does. The 
astronomer allows the light of the star to come through 
a slit and be broken up by the instrument. He selects 
a single line of the -pectrum of the star, chooses a guide 
line beside it and watches it. If the star is approaching 
the light waves will be shortened, and the light will be- 
come slightly nearer the violet. If it is receding, the 
waves will be,longer and the light will approach the red. 
Red is “low pitch” in light, and blue is “high pitch.” 
As the star swings about the curve at this end of its 
orbit the light gradually returng to normal, because the 
star, while moving just as fast, is not approaching us as 
much. As the star turns back the line goes the other 
side the normal. By continual observation the as- 
tronomer finds how fast and how far the star goes each 
way and how often it does so. In the case of some stars 


which is shown by the fact that a line will divide into 
two and one part move up and down the spectrum at 
the same time. Such stars are known as spectroscopic 
doubles. 

With another bit of apparatus the astronomer meas- 
ures the heat the stars send us. Some night in winter 
when you are out of doors ‘hold your hands up and let 
Arcturus warm them. You may not feel the heat, yet 
Arcturus sends us most heat of all the stars. Astron- 
omers say it is the “hottest.” It gives us as much heat 
as a tallow dip, six miles away, would do. You cannot 
feel that, with your thick skin, but the radiometer de- 
tects it and even less with ease. For instance, this in- 
strument has been known to detect and measure the 
2 emanating from a man's face 2000 feet away.

Need for Fixed Telescopes.

And to each 
challenge that mighty assemblage will answer with the 
shout of, “God save King Edward!” 

The “Oblation” follows this “Recognition.” Return- 
ing to the altar, the King, kneeling, places upon it a 
cloth heavily embroidered in gold and a golden ingot 
of one pound weight. Then comes the sermon. deliv- 
ered by the Archbishop of Canterbury, after which the 
latter, addressing his monarch, says: “Is Your Majesty 
willing to take the oath?” “I am willing,’ comes the 
reply, upon which is administered that oath which has 
now been modified for the first time since the days of 
William and Mary.

The Rite of Anointing. ä 


For this the King takes his seat in the ancient coro- 
nation chair directly before the high altar, a canopy 
of cloth-of-gold covering him. The formula repeated 
by the priest in this the most time-honored of all the 
rights of the ceremonial is almost word for word that 
which has been said in England from the days of 
Magna Charta: “Be thou anointed with holy oil as 
kings, priests and prophets were anointed. Blessed art 
thou and consecrated King over this people, whom the 
Lord thy God hath given thee to rule and govern. in 
the name of the Father and of the Son and of the Holy 
Ghost. Amen.” 

The King's attendants will then take from him his pur- 
ple robe and dalmatic and throw over his shoulders 
the mantle of consecration. This consists of a white 
lawn surplice trimmed with the most precious lace, a 
supertunic ot brocaded cloth-of-gold lined with crimson, 
a stole wrought in gold threads with devices typifying 
both the temporal and sjqjtual power, and over all a 
_jong-trained mantle of pure white heavily embroidered 
in gold. 

When he is thus clad the insignia of royalty are 
handed to him by the nobles who have borne them; the 
scepter, sword, orb, ring and spurs, each having some 
civil or ecclesiastical meaning. Each is held by the 
monarch for a moment only, and then returned to ita 
bearer. The great sword of state, which has la n on the 
altar throughout all the preceding ceremonies, is girt 
about the King, and last of all the crown of St. Edward 
is set by the Archbishop of Canterbury upon the brows 
of the first monarch of the House of Saxe-Coburg— 
King Edward VII. ‘ 

As this is done all that vast gathering peers and 
peeresses, who till then have stood bareheaded, will put 
on their coronets, the bishops their miters and the 
commoners and Aldermen their velvet caps, and from 
corner to corner of that mighty Abbey will spring the 
cry, “God save the King!” while the heralds sound their 
salutes, to be taken up without the walls by the decper- 
mouthed cannon at the Tower and Windsor Castle. 

While this is in progress King Edward rises, and as 
the shouts subside and the great choir breaks into the 
solemn “Te Deum,” he turns and proceeds to the 
“Throne of Homage,” placed in the center of the “The- 
ater.” Here is then enacted the most medieval and 
also the longest and most trying of all the coronation 
rites. First come the lords spiritual to kneel before the 
King, pronounce the words of homage and kiss his hand. 
The princes of the blood ascend the steps of the throne, 
and with their coronets removed and with fingers 
lightly touching the royal crown, repeat their homage, 
at the close of which they kiss the King’s cheek. Last 
come the peers of the realm, who repeat the procedure, 
save that they kiss the hand instead of the cheek. The 
ceremony closes with nine great cheers given by the 
commoners, with another “God save the King!” at the 
end 


The words of the Act of Homage, honorable through 
long centuries, are: I Wellington (or whatever the 
speaker’s title may be,) do become your liegeman of life 
and limb, and of earthly worship, and of faith and truth 
which I will bear into you to live and die against all 
manner of folk, so help me God.” While this is in 
progress the lord treasurer throws to the choir and 
lower galleries the gold and silver coronation medals. 


Crowning the Queen. . 

In the meantime Queen Alexandra will have been 
crowned in much the same manner as her royal husband, | 
the Archbishop of York attending her, as his brother of 
Canterbury waits upon the King. She does not, how- 
ever, take any oath, nor is she proclaimed through the 
Abbey. 

It is all of two o'clock when the procession starts to 
' retrace its way down the long nave. King Edward is 
again robed in the royal cloak of purple—the color pre- 
scribed as kingly by that old Witlaf of Mercia, who 
ruled in Britain in the days when the Roman invasion 
was still a recent memory—and the crown of Saxon Ed- 
ward is on his head. In his right hand he carries the 
scepter with the cross, in his left the orb. Again King 
and Queen enter the state coach, and the eight cream- 
colored horses whirl them away between lines of the 
cheering populace of their capital. : | 

In no other respect does the change that has come 
over England with the passing years appear than in this 
of the prices paid for a view of the new-crowned King. 
The first of the Edwards was to be seen by subjects for 
half a farthing, the figure asked for a seat from which 
to view his coronation progress. This was doubled in 
the day of Edward II., and had again risen to half a 
penny at the accession of Edward III. Prosperity 
boomed the market for the march of Richard II., to see 
whom the good folk of the time paid a whole penny. 
From that the price has gone steadily up; two pence 
for the procession of Henry V., four pence for that of 
Henry VIII., six pence for that of Good Queen Bess, 
and even a shilling for James I. To see the present 
King seats are selling freely from $5 to $40, while win- 
dows seating four or five persons bring about $300 with- 
out any trouble whatever. It has been said that a co- 
lonial millionaire has paid $2500 for a window in the 
West End, but this figure seems somewhat improbable, 
even for this day of prosperity and patriotism. 

It is this sort of thing, however, which raises so 
greatly the total cost of King Edward's coronation. 
Where the government spends its £200,000, the publie 
spends, at a conservative estimate, six times as much. 
The one item of windows and seats is tremendous. 
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, Decorations and souvenirs foot up to a surprising figure, 
‘ while the sums expended by those who are so fortunate | 


as to have places in the Abbey will be all but fabulous. 
A peer’s robe, for instance, costs anywhere from $1000 
to $2500, and the average price of a coronet is 31500. 


A Coronet for $250,000. 


What some of the more wealthy individuals will do 
may be seen from the fact that Mrs. Bradley-Martin 
of New York is having made for her daughter, the 
Countess of Craven, a coronet which is to cost $250,000. 
“It is in view of the expenditures of well-to-do indi- 
viduals,” said the lord treasurer the other day, “that I 
say the cost of the coronation will probably fall but 
litt‘e, if any, below 1.600,00.“

Stamford’s Tea Party. 


TAMFORD had a “tea party“ in June, 1775, when 

thig sort of recreation was in fashion. The patriot- 

ism of one Sylvanus Whitney has become swal- 
lowed up by his greed. He ventured to traffic in the 
proscribed article, and either his friends or his traffic 
betrayed him, for he was summoned to answer to the 
charge of having in store and of selling a supply of 
Bohea tea.

He promised to conduct himself “as a true friend“ of 
his country, and as a proof of his sincerity delivered to 
the “Committee of Observation” his stock of tea. The 


guilty man was then released. 


The tea was disposed of in front of the old Webb Tav- 
ern, which afterward became known as Washington's 
headquarters. Early one evening a gallows was erected 
in the road, and a crowd gathered to see the tea exe- 
cuted. In the crowd was a number of soldiers quar- 
tered in the town. A procession was formed quickly. 
litthe ranks were two captains and a guard of armed 
soldiers. In the midst of the company of soldiers two un- 
armed men carried the guilty tea suspended from a 
pole which they rested on their shoulders. The “Com- 
mittee of Observation” followed. All the boys and 
young men of the town fell in line behind the commit- 
tee, carrying rude lanterns and torches, and to the notes 
of a doleful dirge played upon drums and flutes the 
procession wended its way along the dark street, 
through the town. Returning to the tavern, the tea 
was taken in charge by the common hangman and 
hung upon the gibet, to the great satisfaction of the 
spectators. , 

To prevent the tea lovers of the village from using 
it, it was decided that the tea should be burned then and 
there, and a bonfire was built beneath the gallows. In 
a blaze which lighted up the faces of the interested 
spectators gathered around, one of “whom was the 
owner of the tea, it was soon burned to ashes, and then 
with loud huzzas the people returned to their homes, 
satisfied with their night’s work.—[{New York Tribune.

On the night after the first Modder River fight dark- 


ness came before half of Lord Methuen's division had 
got within a mile of the river. The agony of thirst so 
mastered some of them that they would have drained 
the boilers of the locomotives of the military trains at 
rail head. 

In case of emergency the locomotives were kept with 
steam up and boilers filled all night through. Their 
engineers in compassion gave one after another his 
water bottle filled until hundreds clamored round them. 

Very soon peremptory orders were shouted from the 


railroad officer that the engineer who gave another drop 


of water would be court-martialed. The thirst-mad- 
dened soldiers groaned as under a death sentence. For 
the rest of the night they waited their turn to lie across 
the rails under the engine boilers catching the hot 
greasy leakages from the waste pipes. 

Army doctors who had experience at the business said 
a man could school himself into doing with very little 
water. But it was a slowly-learned lesson. In the 
long treks of the infantry’s northward march it availed 
nothing to put sentries around condemned water to save 
men from the contagion of enteric. 

If the sentry warned his comrades their thirst out- 
weighed by far their patience. If he tried to drive them 
back he was thrown down for a certainty and the mud, 
germs and all, was scooped up like nectar. 

Out of the tens of thousands that took the chances 
of fever by drinking any water they got near there was 
evolved an enteric type. He was the man who had ab- 
ruptly changed his mode of living. 

If he used to drink considerably before the campaign 
and its privations kept all stimulants from him he was 
very liable to go down. If he had been abstemious be- 
fore and sought to brace himself against exhaustion 
with spirits when he could get them then again he was 
a likely subject. As with most fevers of the kind 
scarcely a man over forty was infected. | 
„ The Boers had comparatively little enteric. They 
moved in smaller bodies and consequently there was 
more good water to go round. Their mode of transit 
saved them from the thirst of the foot marches. 


The Boer and the “fontein” were made for each other. 


For the size of their country they do not happen very 
frequently and they haven’t proved accommodating to 
strangers who have sought to put them to untried uses.

Cut 
into four or more parts. Boil in a pot of muddy water 
over a green wood fire.

“Sponge Cake.—Take a few handfuls of Indian meal 
and sufficient dirty water to make into a stiff paste (no 
fat needed.) Put it on a piece of tin or shovel over a 
fire. Ready for use when warmed through. N. B.—See

“Porridge.—Take a few handfuls of Indian corn and 
put it into a bully beef or other old tin. Fill up with 
water and boil till soft. Put in a little salt, if you are 
lucky enough to be able to pinch a bit.

“Beverages (Tea or Coffee.)—Fill up the dinner pot 
with water—no nec to wash the pot, as the sand in the 
water cleans that. Put it on the fire for fifteen minutes.

ARTISTIC USE OF A TROUBLESOME 
SEA WEED.

ELP, that commonplace bothersome sea weed, has 
become a sentiment. It has found an artistic mis- 
sion; it has become a curio! Through the wisdom 
of an old sea captain and the ingenuity of his beautiful 
daughter, the ordinary sea vegetable known to the world 
as kelp, is now cured and transformed into exquisitely 
graceful and unique articles of commerce.

KELP DRINKING CUP.

She weaves and twists 
the now soft leather strands into belts to encircle some 
fair girlish form or into baskets with sailor knots, or 
flower pots Woven and twisted, while afin may be seen 
braided walking sticks, picture frames, slippers and 
gondolas, beer steins and tiny teapots.

The market is already beyond the quaint couple who 
try to supply the demand, and not a steamer leaves port 
that does not carry some of the kelp curios to foreign 
lands. 

‘The part of the sea weed that is principally used in 
this new industry is the gourd. It takes nearly three 
months from the time the kelp is gathered until the 
articles made from it are offered for sale. First the 
iodine and potash are extracted; then the water is re- 
moved from the gourd. If the gourd is broken it is of 
no use or value, and then the entire plant is placed in 
a clearing solution that acts as a cleansing process and 
makes permanent the soft rich brown color effects. 

The tones in the color of these curios range from 
light Naples yellow to deep burnt Sienna. While wet 
the gourds and buds are pressed, as far as _ possible, 
into forms and there slowly dried by the sun's heat. 
It takes from three to six weeks to dry them thoroughly. 
The work upon each article is entirely completed before 
drying, for at that stage the kelp is like soft, pliable 
leather and may be sewn on a machine without splitting 
or breaking it. The ropy part, which grows from twenty

For while the busy life of the Sultan is 
passed in a vast harem, amidst intrigues and strong 
personal hates, the days of the Khedive are just as full 
of activity, but they are lived in the home of a mo- 
nogamist and ata government palace whose administra- 
tion is conducted on a business basis and whose officials 
are in their places because of their merit. 

I frequented the house of Grant Bey, the Khedive's 
physician, and there heard many things about the 
young ruler that interested and pleased me. Grant Bey 
is a most entertaining and cultured gentleman, a 
Scotchman of middle age, who at one time delights in 
recalling the stories or legends of his native land and 
in reciting in true Scotch dialect passages from “Auld 
Lang Syne,” and at another likes nothing better than 
to give a minute account of the many very valuable 
Egyptian relics in his private museum. For he is an 
earnest Egyptologist and a special student of the sym- 
bols, rites, and inner meaning of the religion of the 
ancient Egyptians. 

He has lived in Cairo many years, knew the former 
Khedive Tewfik, and thoroughly likes the present Vice- 
roy. But, like_all Europeans, he thinks more of Abbas 
Hilmi II. because of his monogamy. And the romance 
of the young Khedive's marriage is an interesting one, 
worth the telling in view of the history of his prede- 
cessors. It is thé story I heard in the homes of the 
European residents in Cairo, and it is the story, that, in 
spite cf its Mahometan coloring, touches the heart of 
Grant Bey.

STORIES OF RHODES. 
NOTABLE WORDS AND DEEDS OF THE 
“COLOSSUS OF AFRICA.” 


From Pearson’s Weeki iZ 


HE Colossus of Africa has not been a man of 
many words, but when he has spoken it has been 
to some effect. 

In little phrases of two or three words, he has, on a 
dozen great state occasions, summed up the situation 
and his own policy. One of these phrases particularly 
Indicates his whole life work. Pointing to a map of 
Africa thirty years or 80 ago, he said: All that red, 
that’s my ambition.” And red it now is, save for a 
small strip, from Cairo to Capetown. 

Before we had conquered the Soudan, Rhodes sought 
to further his scheme of constructing a telegraph from 
north to south of Africa by getting the Mahdi to 
consent to his running it through his then dominions. 
When people doubted the possibility of his doing it he 
replied : “I have never known a man with whom | could 
not do a deal.” 

When the Jameson raid was the sole topic of con- 

versation six years ago, Rhodes was suspected to have 
been a party of it. He was called upon to say a good 
deal, and what he said was a few phrases which to this 
day the public remembers, and will continue to remem- 
When he resigned the Cape Premiership and sailed to 
England to meet the consequences of the raid, he told 
his friends that he was going to “face the music.“ This 
phrase set the cartoonists busy, and “Rhodes, facing 
the muse,“ formed the subject of ma 1 a pictorial jest, 
one representing the music as a cat on the tiles, at which 
Rhodes, facing it, was flinging a boot. 
“The unctuous rectitude of my fellow-countrymen,“ 
was the phrase with which Rhodes summed up British 
public opinion, and it hit very hard indeed. At the 
time of the raid we were just a trifie hypocritical in 
our denunciation of the promoters of the conspiracy to 
start an amateur war with Oom Paul, and certainly 
Rhodes was happy in his expression. 


makes a solemn bow to his partner, as if to say, Excuse 


captured by the Boers, he exclaimed with a groan: “Old 
Jameson has upset my applecart,” which indicated that 
the doctor by failing to carry out his plans, had spoilt * 
Rhodes's great scheme for overthrowing the Transvaal 
government without the intervention of the colonial — 
office at home. 

Before the Jameson raid, Rhodes was talking to a 
journalist about the position of affairs in the Transvaal. 
After showing him how impossible it was that a com- 
munity of business men such as the Johannesburgers 
could live with a nation of farmers, he said: “The 
Transvaal is an inverted pyramid. Sooner or later it 
must topple over.” 

Rhodes has been said to “think in empires.” He 
also thought through brick walls if they stood in his 
way. This was the case in his whole range of action, 
whether in his house, Groote Schuur, or in the empire 
at large. Thus onc@he had taken a fancy to a set of 
old oak shelves, and ordered that they were to be placed 
in a certain corner of the hall. He was told that it was 
impossible, as they projected a foot into the doorway. 
“Then cut a new doorway elsewhere,” remarked Rhodes, 
and they had to do so. i 

He would not let obstacles, large or small, stand in 
his way. When he had returned to England to have a 
chat with Mr. Chamberlain after the Jameson raid, he 
was anxious to get back to Khodesia as scon as ship 
would carry him. So he started for Suez, where he 
joined the German steamer Kantzler, which was to 
bear him direct to Beira, the nearest port to where he 
was bound. 

However, the steamer went aground in the Suez 
Canal, and appeared to be likely to remain there for 
some time. This was not good enough for Rhodes, so, 
quick as lightning, went the message to Messrs. Cook to 
place a steamer at his disposal, which would take him at 
once to Beira. In two days, he had embarked on this 
boat, the Orestes, which set sail forthwith, its sole cargo 
being one Cecil Rhodes. | 

Another incident, showing how little Mr. Rhodes 
would allow maritime considerations to prevent him - 
from getting where he wished, was after the siege of 
Kimberley, when he left Capetown for Beira. The 
captain had to discharge cargo at Delagoa Bay, but 
Rhodes said : “No, you don't. Take me to Beira, and 
don't stop for anything.” And the captain obeyed, 
though it cost Cecil Rhodes £1200 to get him to do so. 

Distance was nothing to Rhodes, as all know who 
have read of his constant flittings to and from Africa to 
England, a journey he thought as little of as many 
Britons who run across to Paris. 

Fancy a man reading up for an Oxford exam. on the 
diamond fields of Africa! Yet this was how Rhodes 
spent his spare time one year, and as soon as the date 
of the examination approached he cut over to England 
to sit, and was back again in Africa soon after taking 
his degree. 3

when walking with another student minus the necessary 
cap and gown, and questioned as to his name and 
college, Rhodes, being unknown at Oxford, got out of 
by replying: “My name is Rhodes, and I’m from the 
Cape, making a short stay at Oxford. And now, sir, 
your name and college?” The proctor thought he had 
made a mistake and went away confused, which caused 
great delight when Rhodes related the incident. 

Rhodes had remarkable capacity for winning over 
\ people, whether in thousands of individually. Among 
those he has magnatized into acquiescing in his plans 
was the famous Delarey. hen the Boers’ were 
attacking a Bechuana chief, with the ultimate object 
of annexing Bechuanaland, Rhodes saw that the only 
way to avoid this was to effect conciliation between the 
Boers and the natives. 3 

This he did by strolling over to Delarey’s tent and 

inviting himself to breakfast. While the Boers were 
hospitably getting it for him, Delarey turned round to 
_Rhodes sudenly and said: “Blood must flow.” “Well,” 
said Rhodes coolly, “give me my breakfast and we'll 
talk about it.” This coolness flabbergasted the now 
famous general, and when Rhodes afterward carried 
it to the extent of staying with him for a week, 
becoming godfather to his child, and making himself 
so generally agreeable, Delarey found himself cooled 
into making a settlement of peace through Rhodes, 
which kept the Boers out of Bechuanaland, and paved 
the way for Rhodes planting the British standard there. 
This is one of the things Kruger will never forgive him 
for, and there are many other instances of Rhodes’s 
marvelous diplomatic powers. 
One of the greatest of them, however, is that by which 
he alone and unarmed brought to an end the Matabele 
rebellion of 1896. After months of severe fighting, 
Rhodes and two other white men with two natives pro- 
ceeded without arms into the heartiof the Matoppo Hills, 
the enemy’s chief stronghold. He asked several of the 
chiefs to meet him also unarmed, and when they agreed, 
an indaba, or council, was aranghd, in which Rhodes 
and the chiefs were to discuss terms of peace before the 
assembled Matabele host. 
After talking in an easy way on different subjects, 
Rhodes suddenly turned on the chiefs and denounced 
them for their crnel massacres. So terrified were they 
by the fierce look of the great white man that they 
bowed their heads in meek submission. Rhodes had 
tamed the Matebele by a look anil a gesture, and tha 
chiefs forthwith agreed to make peace. |

ERROR TO BE RECTIFIED BY MEANS 
OF A SPIDER’S, WEB.

: CONFERENCE at once strikingly novel and of 
A world-wide interest is at present taking place at 
Greenwich between British and French astron- 
omers. 
Probably ever since time was kon there has existed 

d difference of sixteen-hundredths of a second between 
the meridians of Greenwich and Paris. Now a degree 
of longitude is equal to four minutes in time; therefore 
this difference, though of slight itiportance to England 
and France, means a great Jeal to countries situated in 
the Far East and West. |

to rectify the difference, and the meetings will continue 
over a period of iwe yea At the end of that time it 
is not impossible that several cbuntries will discover 
that they occupy quite a di wes position on the map 
to what through ages they have béen accustomed to! It 
may be that disputes will arise as to the frontiers of 
great nations; it is not improbatile that the owners of 
gold and other mines will awaken to the astonishing fact 
that they have been paying taxes and royalties to some 
country in which their properties are not situated!

The scientists of England and France recognize the 
importance of these changes, for costly buildings have 
been specially built at Greenwich, and great instruments 
erected for the observations, and all this notwithstand- 
ing the faet that the difference to corrected is, in the 
two countries, so infinitesimal. 


An elaborate system of checking oa work of the large 


staff of astronomers and math icians has been de- 
vised. This is necessary because the observations of the 
stars, which furnish our time. are ot such a delicate na- 
ture. Moreover, no two men, however, perfect their eye- 
sight, ever see an object at exactly the same moment. 
In fact, two persons looking at a clock simultaneously 
do not see precisely the same time indicated. A slight 
derangement of the stomach, such as indigestion, a dull 


brain due to the loss of an hour or two's sleep, business_ 


or domestic worries—all or any of these conditions pre- 
vent a person seeing what the exact time is. A chronic 
dyspeptic would be utterly incapable of performing the 
time duties at Greenwich. Such an afflicted person 
would also be useless in business if trains ran to sec- 
onds, for he would seldom catch one. Hence the careful 
checking system in regulating the lost sixteen-hun- 
dredths of a second. 

As already described, the stars provide the time. They 
are viewed through transit instruments—telescopes with 
lines of spider's web fixed to the eye lens. Spider's 
web is used for this purpose because it is the finest 
thing known to science—much fimer than the most deli- 
cate strands of silk. The web is arranged in tiny squares 
on the glass. The observer notes when a star touches 
the lines, and with his eye still fixed to the instru- 
ment touches an electric button at his side which auto- 
matically records the fractions of Seconds. By the way 
a spider of astronomical ambitions\ recently discovered 
an instrument which had net been used for some time. 
The insect worked its way between the lenses and 
weaved another web around the one intended for celestial 
observations. The next student who used the instru- 
ment discovered countless worlds unknown to science! 

A great authority on these maiters, in the course of 
an interesting conversation with a representative of the 
Illustrated Mail, declared that th is no such thing as 
time—that is, exact time. | f 


ceeded. “The earth is continually changing its position 
in regard to the seasons; th¢refore the appearance of 
the stars from which we get our time varies consider- 
ably, though these variati are tabulated at Green- 
wich.” 7 

“In other. words,” suggested the interviewer, “a man 
with the finest and costliest watch, regulated daily from 
Greenwich, does not know the time.” ee 

“Not exactly,” was the reply. “He knows the time 
epproximately, and that is all. This great and awe-in- 
spiring change in the earth is constantly going on. The 


ice age is gradually returning, when man will become 
extinct. Nine intelligent persons out of ten believe that 
we are nearer the sun in summer than in winter. The 
exact contrary is the case in the present history of the 
earth. We are farther from the sun when the ‘dog days’ 
are on than we are in the depths of winter. But in time 
what people now imagine to be the case will actually 
come about. The earth will again be farthest from the 
sun in winter, and that will be the end of all things. 

“Greenwich, in calculating the time from the stars, 
allows for these changes. If a star were so far out as 
10 min. 22 sec., the geographical position of London 
would be changed to Bristol. A difference of only three 
seconds would place the Bank of England where St. 
Paul's Cathedral stands; a difference of six seconds 
would transfer Westminster Abbey to Blackfriars 
Bridge; one second less would put the British Museum 
in Berkeley Square. 

“What makes the position all the more consplex is 
that there are two kinds of time—the sidereal used by 
the Greenwich calculators and the tropical, known to 
the ‘man in the street.’ Neither time furnishes exactly 
365 days to the year. The former is 365 days, 6 hours, 9 
minutes; the latter, 365 days, 48 minutes, 48 seconds.” 

In conclusion, the scientist expressed the opinion that 
the present state of the more or less muddie would 
never be improved until there was a universal standard 
of time. 

On this point, E. J. D. Nevitt, member of the British 
Horological Institute, and secretary of the Standard 
Time Company, agreed with the preVious authority. He 
alluded to the anomaly apparent in the fact that a cable 
message sent from London to New York arrives at its 
destination four hours before it is sent! .So confusing is 
the system of timekeeping in the provinces that in 
Leicester, where between 30,000 and 40,000 people are 
employed, in the factories, the managers allow each 
worker from five to ten minutes’ “grace” per day. In 
a factory employing 300 or 400 “hands” the loss of time 
is equal to one full working day, or, say, £125 in wages. 

The present conference of astronomers, added to an 
organized agitation for universal time, will result in 
putting the world on a business-like footing in the most 
important asset of a man’s life.

ANY interesting facts connected with the history 

of man have been recorded only in pictorial form. 

Long before the evolution of hieroglyphics, man 

began carving his history in wood and stone; and to the 

present day, deeds which words cannot describe and 

ideas to which language offers inadequate means of con- 
veyance, find expression in sculpture and painting. 

That brilliant classical nation which came nearest to 
demonstrating the divinity of man; which deified the 
virtues and worshiped all that was good; which gave to 
the world its standards of literature, poetry, and elo- 
quence, also carved those marble gods and goddesses 
which represent the most perfect realization of ideal 
beauty. A thousand years later, when mankind had de- 
generated; when persecution and torture were the chief 
pastimes; when ignorance and fanaticism held sway, 
and even kings and queens boasted their contempt of 
letters, then art was also at its lowest ebb. : 

The dawn of a new age following the long period of 
darkness found sculptors and painters again striving to 
give expression to ideal conceptions. The first great 
mission of the Renaissance was to provide a new diver- 
sion for the “leisure class” in place of the threadbare fad 
of murdering the advance agents of knowledge and rea- 
son. Constructive occupations rapidly superseded the 
destructive; and the second advent of a race of rational 
beings on the continent of Europe was proclaimed by the

erection of cathedrals richly embellished with statuary 
and paintings. 


The art of imitating the forms of nature and repro- 
ducing them in solid wood was developed to a high de- 
gree of perfection, and became a popular fad which ran 
to such extremes that the public sense of beauty, harmony 
and proportion was paralyzed by the very gluttony of 
so-called art. Then the inevitable reaction set in; and 
after a season of slumber, a sane and sober art, profiting 
by the experience of the past, and embodying the best 
from all ages, rose up to exemplify the highest ideals of 
dignified and tasteful decoration.

One of thie most elaborate specimens of interior deco- 
rative sculpture belonging to this latter period has re- 
cently bean brought to Los Angeles; and in it are found 
many of the beauties which characterised the best 
periods of ancient and medieval art.

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SODHOUSE DWELLERS. 


HOW MODERN CAVE MEN OF THE 
WEST LIVE.

was accomplished by dwellers in 
white-haired men and women in the West point with 


pride to a caved-in ruin of a hut of a sodhouse, athwart 
a hillside, as the scene of their first battle for making 


the plains prosperous and civilized. 
On a fenceless plains farm a sodhouse is an inconspicu- 
ous object. The eye wanders over great level stretches 
of corn and wheat fields, across a sparse collection of 
cottonwood trees, a rude corral of horses and cattle, and 
a few squat outbuildings with sod roofs, but no farm 
dwelling in sight. However, if one looks longer, he will 
gee, away off at the base of a low hill, a spiral of smoke 
emerging above an earthy protuberance. More careful 
gazing will reveal a little square window in the clump of 
earth, and a primitive wooden door close beside the 
window. This is the sodhouse of the plainsman. There 
are several styles of sodhouses. Some are wholly dug- 
outs—that is, a chamber scooped in a hillside and 
fronted with a wall of cakes of sod in which a window 


and door of rudest construction have been let. Some are 


half-dugouts—that is, a low sodhouse built about a 
chamber dug in a low hill. Then there is the sodhouse 
simple. It is close to a hill, and is constructed of 
square chunks of hard, dry prairie sod piled one upon 
another. The framework is of wood and the walls are 
composed of cakes of turf held together by mud smeared 
in the interstices. The roof is made of rafters and logs 
of cottonwood upon which sods are heaped a foot or more 
thick. A stove pipe is pushed through the sods for a 
chimney, and a window and door, each cased with wood, 
are cut in the dirt walls. : | 
The habitation is the most primitive occupied by white 
le in America, but it serves the purpose. The floor 
hardened earth, and in wet weather there may be pools 
of water and mud on the floor, but the place is a dom- 
icile, nevertheless. If wind blows through a chink be- 
tween the sods, a handful of mud will remedy it. Of 
course the interior of the house, with its walls of cakes 
of sod and brown buffalo grass, just as the turf has been 
cut with a shovel, may look somber, but a pioneer fam- 
ily has too serious a fight for self-preservation on hand 
to give heed to estheticism. The habitation has prob- 
ably cost about $15 for the wooden frame, roof, window 
and door, and all the rest of the work on it has been 
done in a few days’ time by the stalwart plainsman and 
his wife and children. Most sodhouses are about eight 
feet high from foundation to the uppermost part of the 
earth-banked roof. The rooms inside are economical in 
saving of space. Sometimes a more prosperous and am- 
bitlous pioneer on the plains will have a sodhouse of 
three tiny rooms and, mayhap, a dugout in the hillside 
at the rear, for the storage of supplies for the family 
and the cattle. | 

Life in a sodhouse away out on the plains, where for 
months at.a time there is not a thing in Nature to cheer 
the eye or vary the silent monotony, is certainly close to 
first principles. When the corn waves on thousands of 
acres, or when the plain is green with growing wheat, 
there is something to interest the s®dhouse dwellers, but 
from October to May no class of intelligent Americans 
live more dreary lives than these. One wonders what 
livelihood, what future prosperity or pleasure, can re- 
pay a man and wife to live in such huge sameness. The 
shifting clouds by day and a sky of fine stars at night 
are for weeks at a time the only sights to be seen. Yet 
some of the most contented and aspiring people we have 
ever seen are men and women who live amid such flat 
surroundings and dead solitude for years. 

To realize in how primitive and solitary a fashion 
people can live and be happy, one has only to imagine 
@ man and wife in a sodhouse, fifteen miles from the 
nearest village, in one of the sparsely-settled districts 
of Western Nebraska or Kansas. For days, and in some 
seasons for weeks, they see no human beings outside of 
their own household. Even begging Indians and tramps 
are almost unknown in this country. Prairie dogs cast 
up their mounds and found towns in the unmolested 
spots about the place; gophers and field mice burrow 
through the sod walls of the house; not infrequently 
snakes swing themselves down from the rafters inside, 
or craw! in at the door to get at any milk pans standing 
about. At night coyotes and some of the gray wolves 
come up through the cafions and skulk about the poultry 
yard or howl close to the windows. Through the day, 
while the man is in the flelds, the herding usually falls 
to the woman's lot. Probably each takes a noon luncheon 
in a paper, to save coming back to the house until night. 

The woman attends to her necessary household duties, 
throws a gunny-sack over her broncho’s back, jumps 
astride, rounds up her cattle, and drives them down the 
cafions to graze on the steep sides, or in a low strip be- 
side a creek. Cafions are not sociable places; one can 
scarcely. have a conception of the primeval unless he

OUSES built of chunks of sod, cut from the prairie, 
still abound in remoter parts of the western plains, 
but are nowhere nearly so numerous as they were 
@ generation ago. The extension of the railroads, with 
the lessening of transportation rates for lumber and 
building materials, and the gradual effacement of the 
border lines of civilization have bettered the condition 
of the western pioneers nowadays. Thirty years ago, 
when families went with ox teams and prairie schoon- 
ers out upon the vast lonely plains, to settle upon 
Uncle Sam’s free farms in Texas, Kansas, Nebraska, and 
the Dakotas, the only material for home building was 
the virgin sods of buffalo grass, and of that there was 
always enormous abundance.

Even the weather 
is monotonous; there is practically always the cloud- 
less sky, the brilliant sun, the strong, dry wind that 
curls the leaves of the young corn, and turns the buffalo 
grass brown. 

Living on the dreary plains and amid such monotony, 
with never a thing to appeal to one’s esthetic, social or 
literary nature, is wearing upon most settlers, even if 
they are contented. The life makes women, particularly, 
prematurely old. A few years of residence apart from 
their sex usually makes them careless of their appear- 
ances, dulls their ambitions, and. creates a sordidness. 
Such a life must have its inevitable mental and moral 
effect. All the sensitive, the esthetic, sometimes the 
moral sense itself, becomes atrophied. The tragedies of 
a city are unearthed and brought to light, but the silent 
tragedies of these desolate lives are swallowed up and 
lost in the remoteness and immensity of the prairie 
wastes. 
It is a motley assortment of humanity that takes the 
claims and homesteads, on the opening up of a country 
like this. Ex-cowboys, who have come to admit the 
claims of a single wife and family; confirmed pioneers, 
who move with the advance of the railroads, people of 
refinement and reverses of fortune; many Russians and 
German emigrants, and a sprinkling of all the other na- 
tions of the earth. After the first rush, a sifting process 
sets in, which soon separates them into three classes: 
Those who stay through everything and make the pros- 
perity of the country; the non-progressive, who never 
get beyond the original sodhouse; and the shifting tran- 
sients, who move at a sign of trouble, and come back in 
a time of prosperity. There is, however, no sifting social 
process during these first years.

CUBAN BEE CULTURE. 


ONE OF THE EXCELLENT OPENINGS 
FOR CAPITAL IN THE ISLAND. 


By a Special Contributor. 


S A MONEY-PRODUCING country Cuba has few 
equals and probably no superior in the world. 
Spanish statistics extending over a long series of 
years abundantly establish this fact. The Catholic 
churches in the island anc throughout the mother 
country have for centuries derived their ehief supplies 


of beeswax for lighting purposes from this source alone; 
while the large surplus of honey found its way into all 
the chief markets of the worid. A mild and equable 
climate, exceedingly fertile soil and consequent wealth 
of vegetation, have all attributed to render this “gem 
of the Antillies” a veritable paradise of bees. While 
there is an abundance of bloom throughout the year, 
rapidly to increase stock by breeding, yet the great 
honey harvests occur between the middle of October 
and first of April—December, January and February 
being the months of greatest yield. The principal 
sources of the really marvelous honey flow during these 
months, is the campanéa, the malva and the royal palm, 
the former being the greatest producer. It is a creep- 
ing vine, in all respects similar to our morning glory, 
except that the flower is snow white. The honey is of 
a good consistency, fine flavor, and water white. The 
ving is abundant in all parts of the island, completely 
covering the low-branching trees and shrubs in the 
forest and mantling the hedges with its white bloom 
till in the distance they appear like huge snow drifts. 
The malva is a shrub, growing in thickets, and yields 
a rich white nectar, almost identical in flavor with 
the better grades of maple syrup. | 

The royal palm yields a honey, resembling in all re- 
spects that obtained from our cultivated buckwheat. 
The common pumpkin, which in most countries is not 
regarded as a honey producer, here yields plentifully a 
rich, bright straw-colored honey, which, after being ex- 
posed to the air for a short time, has a “fruity” taste 
most gratifying to the palate. To catalogue and de- 
scribe all the “honey gushers“ in this land of perennial 
bloom would be an onerous task, but it may be easily 
imagined that the mooted question of “how many col- 
onies of bees can profitably occupy a given area,” has 
no significance here. The writer has seen from 100 
to 1200 stocks occupying single locations and all doing 
equally well. The summer and fall rains occur with 
great regularity, and the soil being deep and very re- 
tentive of moisture, the three or four months follow- 
ing, although denominated “the dry season,” do not 
unfavorably affect the fresh and delightful appearance 
of forest and field. In fact, the climatic conditions at 
this season of the year are well-nigh perfect. Add to 
this the natural picturesqueness of the country, and 
you have a winter health and pleasure resort which will, 
as it becomes better known, be increasingly patronized 
by our own people residing on the Atlantic coast. 


To Cuba, as to all other portions of the American con- 
tinent, the true honey bee is not indigenous. It was 
introduced from Spain early in the fifteenth century, 
The conditions being so favorable the bees multiplied 
rapidly, and soon spread to all parts of the island, and 
bee-keeping became one of the leading industries. The 
honey crop was always sure and its profitable disposal

| portance, but, owing to its extensive use in many mod- 


ern mechanical arts, steadily advanced in price. 

The Cuban, never noted for mechanical ingenuity or a 
ready adoption of the ideas of others, still retains his 
ancient methods of bee-keeping, using for hives hol- 
low logs cut into sections six to eight feet long and 
open at both ends. These hives are laid flat on the 
ground about two feet apart, im parallel rows and about 
five feet between rows. The becs, commencing in the 
center, work outward to the ends of the logs, often ex- 
tending their combs several inches into the open air, 
To obtain the honey the bees are first smoked from 
one end of the hive in toward the center; then, with 
the ever-present machete, the combs are cut from the 
inside walls of the hive and pulled out with a long 
slim tool, resembling a poker, bent at a right angle 
near the farther end. The other end of the log is 
treated in the same manner, 
lested comb being thus left néar the center of the hive 
for a permanent brood chamber. The combs are now 
removed from the apiary to the Cuban honey extractor, 
which consists of a huge log Hollowed out so as to hold 
from 300 to 500 gallons of homey. ° 

At one end of this log, octupying a space of about 
two to four feet, a box-like favity is cut down about 
ten inches deep, in which the bombs are placed and sub- 
jected to pressure after the manner of the old-fashioned 
cheese press, the honey flowing out through the open 
end of the press into the trough, and the beeswax re- 
maining under the follower. By these rude methods 
the bee-keeper obtains an average, per hive, of 100 
pounds honey and eight or ten pounds wax during the 
season, or only one-third of what he should receive un- 
der intelligent management. Besides, honey thus ob- 
tained is necessarily dark and filled with im purities, 
such as dead bees, pollen, propolis, rotten wood, juices 
from mashed brood, etc., ete. -a combination which is 
not calculated to stimulate the appetite of honey lov- 
ers and which has served relegate Cuban honey to 
the brewers, bakers and glucose mixers, at a price much 
less than its original standard before the advent of 
modern scientific bee-keepin A few years ago the 
writer, realizing the true ca of. this handicapped 
condition of the Cuban bee-keeper, introduced the first 
modern improvements for honey production ever seen 
in the island. These consisted of six-frame reversible 
honey extractors—steam and sun wax extractors, comb 
foundation machines, movabſe frame, hives, etc., etc., 


of bees of Italian, Cyprian and Holy Land varieties. 
The first aplary was located about midway between 
Havana and Matanzas and sopn increased to 500 hives, 
which for three successive 2. produced an average 
of 300 pounds per hive of as fine honey as was over 
seen in any country. Samples of this were exhibited 
and awarded first premiums at various bee-keepers’ 
conventions in the United States and Canada. One 
stock of this apiary, containing a queen imported from 
the Island of Cyprus in the Mediterranean, produced 
for the three seasons an average of 600 pounds of honey, 
thus demonstrating that “blood will tell” in bees as 
well as any other stock. The writer also established 
large apiaries at Saqua La Grande and Porto Principe, 
all of which were in flourishing condition and attract- 
ing prominent visitors from all parts of the island, until 
the late war put a stop to all new enterprises and com- 
pletely wrecked those already under way. One thing, 
however, is beyond the reach of contending armies. The

Use a dull blue with à good deal of white in it for 
your parlor walls, or if you wish a tone which has 
more brilliancy, use a rohin's-egg blue.

With the old, or dull blue, 
cream ceilings look best. I think 1 would make my 
sitting-room walls a little less delicate in shade than 
straw color. A richer tone in the yellow would give 
more warmth of coloring. Avoid any green in your 
yellow or you will have that common looking tone 
which is the color of the skin of a lemon. I would 
prefer a wide seat cushioned and valanced to a settee 
under the three west windows in the parlor.

Use wavy twilled 
Turkey-red sateen in your living-room or duil-blue 
denim and orange silk.

Baby Peck 
was a month old yesterday. She tips the scale at 16 
ounces and is 13 inches tall. 

Baby Peck's hand is so small that a wedding ring 
of ordinary size will slip over her mite of a hand up 
to her elbow. Her feet are as small as those on a small 
doll. An oldish expression is given the tiny face, be- 
cause of a heavy growth of hair upon the head. A tea 
cup placed on the baby’s head would cover it up clear 
down to the neck. 2 

Little Miss Peck is perfectly formed in every respect, 
but she is so small and so deficient in physica] strength 
that no attempt has been made to treat her thus far 
as the average baby of a month old. The little mite is 
packed in cotton, then warmly wrapped up in a flannel 
blanket and placed over a bottle of hot water. 

For the last five nights the baby has cried most of 
the time, although during the day it sleeps soundly. 
The mother thinks the infant cries because its food does 
not agree with it, and the physician is to make a change. 

Every two hours, when Baby Peck is awake, she is 
given two teaspoonfuls of malted milk. When taking 
the milk the little bit of humanity smacks her lips just 
the same as any strong, full-sized child. : 

The doctors said when the baby was born that it would 
live twenty-four hours at the longest. At the end of a 
week the baby still lived, and the medical fraternity 
said it was almost incredible. Then they gave it two 
weeks to live. Again Baby Peck fooled the wise men. 

Mrs. Peck is sure the baby will live now, and the 
medical men are very deeply interested in the case.—

Citron. 


HE following description of a new and interesting 
horticultural industry in Southern California is fur- 
nished The Times by Arthur J. Burdick: 
Every little while we get a practical demonstration of 
the illimitable resources of Southern California, and 
now comes another example of our superior facilities. 
The first carload of home-grown and home-prepartd 
citron ever marketed in this country is the product of a 
Los Angeles county ranch and factory. The only com- 
mercial citron ranch in America is situated at Duarte, 
and is the property of Dr. H. W. Westlake of this city. 
His grove, covering twenty acres, contains 5000 trees, 
and the crop this year, some 16,000 pounds, was pre- 
pared for market in this city. 
The citron heretofore used in the United States has 
come from the island of Corsica, and has been shipped 
to this country in a pickle, and afterward cooked and 
cured by the importers. This country consumes about 
three hundred thousand pounds of the article annually, 
and it will be seen that Dr. Westlake this year produces 
about one-twentieth part of the entire amount. Further- 
more, he has produced a better grade of goods than the 
imported citron, and is able to furnish it for the price 
of the inferior goods from abroad. : 

Dr. Westlake’s orchard is young, and will increase in 
bearing for some years to come. He estimates his crop 
for the ensuing year as nearly or quite double that of 
this year. He will, during the summer, build a factory 
for the preparation of the fruit on his ranch, and will 
then be prepared to care for the entire crop. A consider- 
able amount of fruit was spoiled this year, because of 
limited means for caring for it. 5 : 

The establishment of this industry has been the result 
of a great deal of perseverance and the combating of 
many obstacles. The pioneer work was done by W. D. 
Smith, of whom Dr. Westlake bought the ranch. It was 
he who conceived the idea, and who secured the buds 
for grafting from an American Consul in Corsica, The 
first lot of slips proved to be lemon slips, but the mis- 
take was not discovered {ill they had been grafted onto 
orange stock and nurtured many months. The second 
lot of buds—this time genuine—did not do well, and but 
one survived. From this one tree the others have been 
propagated. 

To Dr. Westlake is due the credit of making prac- 
tical the work of preparing the fruit for market. His 
process is largely the result of experiments personally 
conducted, and of analysis and study. 

Probably no where else in the United States can citron 
be successfully grown, and it is undoubtedly here that 
this country's supply wil jbe eventually produced,

A New Southeastern City! 


HE following description of Douglas, a new town in 
the extreme southeastern corner of Arizona, is from 
an article in the Douglas Dispatch: 

“The city of Douglas is situated in the southeastern 
corner of Cochise county, which is also the southeastern 
corner of Arizona, and adjoins the northern State line of 
Sonora, Mex. Geographically the city of Douglas is in 
latitude 31.20 deg. north; th longitude 109.30 deg. west 
from Greenwich, Eng. It has an elevation of 3965 feet 
above sea level. The latitude and elevation of Douglas 
considered together make its climatic conditions simply 
ideal in perfection. | 

“Less than one year ago the town of Douglas was 
hardly thought of, even by people of Arizona, and as to 
the world at large, it was unknown and unheard of; as 
a matter of fact there is not a map in existence today 
that shows Douglas, although it now contains a popula- 
tion of about twelve hundred souls. And should the 
town continue to grow, for the next two years to come, 
with the same rapidity that it has the past two or three 
months, it will have a population of 5000 to 7000 in- 
_ habitants. We not only look forward to this phenomenal 
growth, but we expect to see the city of the plains much 
larger even than is indicated by the above figures. 

“Locally speaking, Douglas is situated about twenty- 
eight miles west of the.one hundred and ninth meridian, 
which separates New Mexico and Arizona; it is twenty- 
five miles due east of Naco and twenty-eight miles east- 
ward by railroad from Bisbee. It is situated about the 
center of a broad plain, known as the Sulphur Springs 
Valley, whose waters flow southward into the Yaqui 
River. This valley is perhaps forty miles wide in the 
vicinity of Douglas, and completely surrounded, with the 
exception of an opening toward the vorth, by numerous 
small detached mountain ranges, thus forming a grand 
amphitheater with the city of Douglas in its center.

At the meeting of the Southern California Academy of 
Sciences, on April 8, Dr. Cari Schwalbe of this city read 
an interesting paper on the active principles of Rhus 
diversiloba, commonly known as poison oak. He showed 
that there are five different species of the genus rhus in 
Southern California, of which only one—that above 
named—is poisonous. Comparatively little is known to 
physicians in regard to this poison. Numerous cases 
have been reported where one person has been affected 
by coming in contact with another, who handled the 
poizonous leaves. This fact convinces Dr. Schwalbe 
that, in most cases, there must be a solid particle of the 
plant creating the poison on the skin, and that it is not 
derived from gaseous matter. He made a microscopical 
examination of the plant, and found an explanation of 
this fact. There are in the leaves, in the covering of 
the stems and stalks, and in the flowers, vessels contain- 
ing the poisonous matter. Upon these vessels grow hairs, 
loaded more or less with the poisonous oil. When 
broken off, these dre easily carried by the wind, or 
otherwite, to persons likely to be affected. That these 
hairs usually penetrate into the pores of the skin is 
shown by *he fact that those parts of the skin which 
perspircmost easily are more liable to the affection than 
others. 

Dr. Schwalbe recommended, as an absolute preventive 


parts of Lhe body with a solution of one-tenth to one- 
half per cent. of concentrated lye. This would be about 
equivalent to a flat teaspoonful of the lye in a quart of 
water. The face and hands should be thoroughly washed 
with this solution before going to any place where the 
poison oak is likely to be encountered, and again on re- 

turning home. 8 

Embaimed Beef.

treated with preservative solutions. This has aroused 
some criticism among manufacturers in this country. 
The German government is, undoubtedly, in the right. 
Germany takes more care of the health of its subjects 
than Uncle Sam does that of his citizens. Foods treated 
with preservatives are decidedly unwholesome, and 
should be forbidden in this country, as well as in Ger- 
many. Unfortunately, however, the big packers seem 
to have too much of a “pull” at Washington, to make it 
| possible to get a law of this kind passed.

False Promises. 


SANATORIUM advertises to cure, in from two to 
ten days, opium, morphine, cocaine, whisky and sim- 
Har habits. It is scarcely necessary to say that such a 
claim is preposterous. If it were possible to effect such 
a rapid cure, then the probability is that the cure would 
do more harm than good. 5 

Most of these much-advertised so-called cures are 
based on a false foundation. It has been found that, ina 
great majority of cases, the patients relapse, and evil 
results frequently follow the administration of powerful 
drugs. One of the best means of facilitating the re- 
linquishment of the alcoho! habit is to avoid all highly- 
seasoned and stimulating foods, and especially the use 
of meat. A vegetarian diet is of great assistance in 
overcoming the alcohol habit. This is based upon strictly 
scientific reasons. Meat is a highly nitrogenous food, 
and, consequently, when ‘it is consumed in large quan- 
tities—when a person lives principally upon meat—the 
system craves the necessary complement of carbonaceous 
food. This is found in such substances as sugar and 
alcohol, which are concentrated carbon. Hence, the crav- 
ing for alcoholic drink which usually goes with a large 
consumption of meat. 

A mild vegetarian diet, frequent sweat baths, and the 
free consumption of juicy fruits, such as oranges, will 
do much to aid a person fn overcoming the alcohol 
habit. 


A Warning to Mothers. 


HE following, in regard to the danger of letting a 
child walk at too early an age, is from the United 
States Health Report: 3 

“Mothers in teaching their little ones how to walk 
do not stop to think how the bones grow. The bones 
in a baby’s legs are soft, half .cartilaginous, and very 
easily bent out of their proper shape. Care should be 
taken not to allow a child to walk too soon and, above 
all, not to keep him on his feet for too long a time, or 
when he is at all tired. When he is ready, he will try 
of his own accord, and he generally knows what he is 
about. | 

“Urging a child to walk prematurely is productive 
of lasting injury, as bow legs are only too easily formed. 
Let a child creep as long as it wants to. Give him 
plenty of room to kick around in, and he will be 
strengthening his muscles and getting ready for work. 
Suppose he is backward t walking, what difference 


does it make? A child who follows his own ideas in 
learning to walk will succeed much better, and learn 
self-reliance at the same time. ä 

“The same rule holds good in regard to sitting up. If

F OLLOWING is from the Family Doctor: 

People speak about their ey being tired, meaning 
that the retina, or seeing portion of the eye, is fatigued, 
but such is not the case, as the retina hardly ever gets 
tired. The fatigue is in the inner and outer muscle at- 
tached to the eyeball and the muscles of accommodatton 
which surround the lens of the eye. When a near object 
is to be looked at this muscle relaxes and allows the 
lens to thicken, increasing its refractive power. The 
inner and outer muscles are used it covering the eye on 
the object to be looked at, the inner one being especially 
used when a near object is looked at. It is in the three 
muscles mentioned that the fatigue is felt, and relief is 
secured temporarily by closing the eyes or gazing at far- 


distant objects. The usual indication of strain is a red- 


ness of the rim of the eyelid, betoke ug a congested state 
of the inner surface, accompanied some pain.

FORCED TO MARRY! 


[Answers:] An English horse dealer married an 
American lady some years ago, and went to live in Aus- 
tria, where be eventually became naturalized. Last year 
his father died, and he was summened home. He 
hurried off to get a passport, but when he reached 
Vienna, where he intended to take out this essential 
document, he found, to his amazement, that his wife's 
consent was necessary before he was permitted to leave 
the country. He was forced to write and get this ere he 
could proceed. 

This is now the law in Austria—a country where 
women have in some respects more legal rights than 
their husbands. Not only is a wife’s consent essential 
to the granting of a passport to her husband, but all 
state railways give tickets at half price to wives accom- 
panying their husbands on journeys either of pleasure 
or business. 

Minister Hartel is the great champion of women’s 
rights in Austria. It was through his efforts that a de- 
cree was published last September permitting women to 
pass physicians’ examinations at all Austrian univer- 
sities, provided they have completed their preliminary 
studies. Vienna is a famous center of medical progress, 
and women studying medicine there will be admitted 
as uniformed government physicians—a privilege hither- 
to enjoyed only in Bosnia and Herzegovina. 

Russia is supposed to be a backward and half-civil- 
ized country. Yet women there have privileges which 
they do not enjoy in our enlightened land. Those who 
have property of their own have a voice in municipal 
affairs; and on all railways there are carriages for ladies 
only. In St. Petersburg and other cities there are cabs 
set aside for women only, of which the fares are, by

Another instance 
of the high estimation in which women are held in 
Sweden is that, so long ago as 1883, the University of 
Stockholm elected a woman—Mme. Sophie Kovalevsky— 
to fill the chair of mathematics. Five years later this 
lady received the Bordin prize, the highest distinction 
which the French Academy of Sciences has in its 
power to bestow. 

We have no lady barristers in Britain. France has 
two, and many more are preparing to take advantage of 
the law which has opened to them this profession. One 
of these ladies—Mlle. Jeanne Chauvin—has already at- 
tained to the honor of doctoress of law. About three 
months ago a Parisian burglar, being informed by the 
judge that he might choose his own advocate, replied: 
“Well, I take Mile. Chauvin.” He was told that she 
was engaged in a case. “Then I choose Mme. Petit.” 
The judge said that the lady was not yet sworn in. “All 
right,” returned the burglar, “I'll wait till she is able 
to plead.” And so he did. She eventually got him off; 
so there is no doubt about the success of the experi- 
ment. 

It was only in Queen Victoria’s reign that orders of 
knighthood for women were instituted in Britain. In 


1862 the Victoria and Albert came into being, and six- 


teen years later the Imperial Order of the Crown of 
India. In other-countries women have had their own 
orders for many years. Peter the Great instituted a spe- 
cial decoration for women, and the Austrian Order of 
the Starry Cross was founded nearly a century ago. 
Russia also has the Maria Medal, reserved soleiy -for 
ladies who have rendered distinguished service to the 
state, and Bavaria instituted a long time back the Order 
of Theresa, which carries with it a pension for un- 
married noblewomen. 


It is owing purely to woman's influence in Argentina 
that a bill has recently been passed there making mar- 
riage compulsory on all bachelors. The mode of en- 
forcing this regulation is the enaction that every bache- 
lor between the ages of 20 and 80 shall pay a monthly 
fine, and shall go on paying it until he gets married. 
What is more, young men who, without legitimate mo- 
tive, reject the addresses of a member of the other sex, 
shall pay to the lady so rejected the sum of £25. 


GOOD FRIDAY IN CITY.

Shortly after the morning service, twenty-one of the old- 
est widows of the parish of St. Bartholomew the Great 
make their appearance to take part in the ceremony to 
which their age no less than their estate entitles them. 
They enter the churchyard in single file, for the best of 
reasons—that it is impossible to enter otherwise. So 
strait is the gate that hardly one may enter at a time, 
The old ladies find their way into the inclosure to re- 
ceive their sixpences and their buns. The way leads 
past the shabby tombstones, to one which lies flat 
upon the ground and stands some six inches above it. 
At the head of it is another stone, which recalls to any 
who may chance to care to remember the goodness and 
loving kindness of Rebécca Fonteneau; but it was not 
she who first made this custom, the author of which is, 
indeed, unknown. The widows, certainly old and cer- 
tainly poor, now that their part in the ceremony is 
about to be played, become suddenly nervous, and there 
is some bashfulness and hesitation about taking the 
first place in their slender procession. But this is set- 
tled, and the simple ceremony begins and soon is ended. 
One by one the bright sixpences jingle on the mouldered 
tombstone, and one by one the old ladies pick them up 
with a curtsey to the church warden, who has been mas- 
ter of the ceremonies. It is but an affair of a few min- 
utes then, yet it seems to put e smile into the old 
churchyard; and we may believe that it puts some sem- 
blance of one into the hearts of the poor widows of St 
Bartholomew’s.—([Golden Penny.

COFFEE ADULTERANTS. 
If all of the substances that pass through a coffee- 
grinding machine during the year should written in 
alphabetical order, A would begin the list with acorns, 
and W would end it with wormwood, sprouts of which 
are sometimes used to give the debased coffee a slight 
aromatic bitter taste. Adulteration occurs largely in the 
coffee that is sold in the ground form. Several coffee- 
berry factories have been discovered in Europe which 
were doing a large and profitable business by molding 
an admixture of tan bark, stove rust, clay, sawdust, 
chickory, coffee sediment and coffee meal into a neat 
berry by the aid of some agglutinant; and these berries 
were so well made that the deception was not discovered 
for a long time. This production had a large sale 
among the lower classes of Russia and Poland, and, 
mixed with the genuine coffee berry, its sale was quite 
lively in other parts of Europe. Unroasted coffee berries 
are often made from oat and rye flour and cornmeal. 
The natural aroma of these grains is destroyed by some 
process, and, after the proper amount of coffee aroma is 
added, the berries art formed and caused to maintain 
their shape by some adhesive substance. The test usually 
employed to discover this deception is to p'ace the beans 
in a receptacle containing warm water; this will dix. 
solve them in a few hours.—[Honolulu Star. 


THE GROWTH OF PEARLS. 

The origin of pearls has been a subject of much 
speculation. About one hundred and fifty years ago 
Filippi of Turin announced that a living organism 
forms the nucleus, and in a recent investigation M. 
Raphael Dubois, a French naturalist, has shown that all 
pearls found in a common pearl-bearing /mollusk are 
cysts inclosing distomes—sma!! marine worms. In the 
month of August, when few pearls are obtained, the tiny 
young distomes, a fiftieth of an inch in diameter, are to 
be seen instead as reddish-yellow points. These be- 
come gradually, coated with carbonate of lime, in an 
early stage appearing as black specks and later as bril- 
liant pearls, which remain until the following summer, 
when they drop to pieces; and the parasite resumes 
activity and reproduces its kjnd. But if the, parasite 
dies the crust continues to grow, a large and beautiful 
pearl being but the sarcophagus of a long-dead worm. 
Just how nearly universal this cause #f the formation 
of pearls may be does not appear, but experiments with 
fresh-water pearls show an egg as nucl¢us.—[ Milwaukee

PRODUCTIVE CITIES. 


CURIOUS AND VALUABLE ASSETS OF 
CERTAIN ENGLISH TOWNS. 


From London Answers. 


OPS are a risky crop; but, undeterred by fear of 
5 H failure, Tunbridge Wells planted a municipal hop- 

yard a couple of years ago, and last autumn picked 
their first crop. From eleven and a quarter acres hops 
to the value of £520 were sold, their quality being so 
good that they realized 10s a pocket more than any 
others grown in their ncighborhood. The money thus 
earned goes toward the reduction of the rates. 

The days when municipalities were content to run 
the gas and waterworks of the town are gone. The au- 
thorities of the up-to-date twentieth-century, city are 
embarking in all kinds of trades and businesses, and 
some towns will soon almost self-supporting. 

Torquay, for instance, bought a couple of thousand 
acres of land upon the Dartmoor watershed to supply 
the town with water. Incidentally, they acquired a fine 
rabbit warren. Last year they sold 10,000 rabbits, at an 
average profit of 6d a head. But there is more grass 
than is wanted by the rabbits, so it has been decided 
to stock sheep. Fifty have been bought to start with, 
and if these pay they will be largely increased. 

The old castle at Launceston is one of the most 
ancient and interesting ruins in England. The corpora- 
tion of Launceston has just leased it from the Duchy 
of Cornwall, and will keep it up as a pleasure garden and 
show place, charging visitors a small fee. 

Heathfield, near Tunbridge Wells, is a place greatly 
favored by Nature. It is the only spot in the kingdom 
where natural gas is plentiful enough and good enough 
in quality to be used for public lighting. Equally curious 
is Wirksworth's property—an immense underground 
lake, which is found ‘capable of supplying between 15,- 
000,000 and 16,000,000 gallons a day. Ilkeston and 
Heanor are coveting a share of this natural treasure, and 
it appears likely that a lawsuit will be the result. 

Speaking of underground possessions, Manchester has 
gone into the coal mining business, and trusts next 
year to be able to supply its citizens with an excellent 
article at a moderate price, and, at the same time, to 
lower the rates by her new enterprise. From her new 
coal mines she will also supply her municipal gas works. 
So large are the c properties of the Manchester cor- 
poration that an output of 10,000 tons a week is con- 
fidently looked for. 

The example of Halifax might well be followed by 
many other towns. This city possesses a very large 
quarry near the town, from which it cuts some £6000 
worth of stone yearly, which is used for the mending 
and paving of its streets. The saving on this stone is 
reckoned to be 30 per cent. on the price of stone as 
bought by other towns from outside sources. 

Plymouth is often reproached for its old-fashioned 


conservatism. Yet it is the only city in England whose 


municipality owns and manages a theater. This play- 
house holds a couple of thousand people, and brings in 
a comfortable sum of £1350 a year. Plymouth also owns 
an hotel, which is made to return a good dividend every 


year. 

At the other end of the kingdom, Aberdeen has made 
a name for itself by owning and managing its public 
houses. The resolutions to take over the public houses 
were passed in 1895, and, very justly, the holders of the 
licenses were given from five to seven years’ notice. 
Now the Town Council holds all the licenses, and is pre- 
paring to run the drink traffic on the Gothenburg sys- 
tem 


In each district a majority of the inhabitants deter- 
mines at what hour the public houses shall open and 
close, and whether children under 16 shall be allowed to 
be served with beer or spirits In jugs and bottles. Bir- 
mingham hopes to be able to adopt a similar plan. The 
corporation already owns a well-managed and paying 
little property in the shape of an inn in Wales, on the 
property whence the-town draws its water supply. 

Fleets of ferryboats and pleasure craft belong to sev- 
eral municipalities, anu are found to pay so well that 
the wonder is that London has not long azo followed 
the example of its smaller brethren. Birkenhead has 
ten large and handsome ferryboats, which carry 8,000,000 
passengers yearly between that city and its opposite 
neighbor, Liverpool. The-yearly profit on this under- 
taking is over £12,000. 
Southport also possésses a municipal fleet of pleasure 
' vessels, which amount to forty or fifty in number, and 
matcrially aid in reducing the rates. Clyde Navigation 
Trust of Glasgow is the biggest affair of its kind in the 
kingdom; and, though not directly munieipal in its man- 
agement, yet is controlled by a public representative 
body. 

Among the municipal bills of High Wycombe for last 
year was one for several bicycles. Indirectly these 
properties are believed to aid the rate-payers by en- 
abling certain officials for whom they were purchased to 
do more work than would otherwise be possible. The 
head constable has already proved the utility of his ma- 
chine by running down several nimble offenders; and 
the borough surveyor is also enabled, by the use of his 
bicycle, to cover more ground than would otherwise be 
possible. | 

High Wycombe has another peculiar property in the 
shape of the Rye Mead, given to the town by Queen 
Elizabeth. The royal lady once stayed at the Chequers 
Inn, and found next morning that there was no milk for 
breakfast. So she made the borough a present of this 
large meadow, in which burgesses have ever since been 
permitted free pasture for their cattle. 

Besides its hop garden, progressive Tunbridge Wells 
has another claim to distinction. It is the smallest Brit- 
ish town possessing its own telephonic service. The 
corpcration anticipate being able to provide a system 
which will cost subscribers £2 10s a year less than they 
have been paying the National Telephone Company. 

The recent ip corporation of the borough of Westminster

has put its Council in the unique position of being the 
owners of no less than five different town halls, with 
their accompanying set of offices. These belonged to the 
various vestries. Westminster proposes to use St. Mar- 
tin's Town Hall for its requirements, and has asked the 


County Council to lend it £24,000, in- order to alter it. 


But this money will not conte out of the rate-payers’ 
pockets. It will be repaid from the proceeds of the 
sales of the disused town halls. 

Rates ought soon to disappear altogether in some of 
our more progressive cities. Colchester has municipal- 
ized its oyster fisheries, and makes a big yearly profit 
out of them. Harrogate baths and springs more than 
pay municipal salaries. Manchester turns an honest 
penny out of its corporation-owned news stands. Ches- 


ter and Doncaster do very well with their city-owned 


race courses. Oldham manufactures carts and saddlery; 
while Edinburgh grows record hay crops. 


A CLAIM THE WORLD COULDN'T 

Since 1340 the family of Peruzzi have been claiming 
£2,400,000, with accumulated interest, from the British 
government. The present claimants are the descendants 
of the great Peruzzis, who were in the Middle Ages one 
of the biggest banking firms in the world. | 

The wars with Scotland had cost King Edward III a 
big sum of money, and when he concluded to make war 
on France he was compelled to apply to the head of the 
Peruzzi family, with whom he was on very intimate 
terms. He obtained 2,400. 000. The Peruzzis wanted 
the money after a few years had passed, and sent to 
King Edward for it. | 

But that monarch begged them not to mention the 
subject again. He eventually postponed payment for an 
indefinite period, and for this masterpiece of policy he 
was looked upon by the people as a genius. 

Many of the descendants of the Peruzzi family still 
live in Italy, and since 1340 they have kept up com- 
munication with the British government on the matter 
of their little bill. But even at a very moderate rate of 
interest the sum of £2,400,000 borrowed in 1340 would 
now have reached such colossa] proportions that if the 
wealth of the world were gathered together it would not 
be sufficient to pay half of it. The total would run into 
twenty-five figures.—[Tit Bits. 


, WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY ON AN AUTO. 

In speaking of his experiments with wireless telegraphy 
en an automobile, Sig. Marconi said they were begun 
with the idea of discovering to what extent the system 
might be used on the motor car as a war machine. He 
had a heavy automobile and a motor bicycle and while 
in England he frequently conversed from his auto- 
mobile with the home station while traveling along the 
road, once while fleeing from a policeman and once after 
meeting with an accident. On the latter occasion he 
asked to have his dinner kept hot. Thus far he has 
not been able to communicate at a greater distance than 
thirty miles. His motor bicycle is not equipped with 
the wireless mechanism, because such an apparatus 
would be too cumbersome on the lighter vehicle.—[New 
Centaur.

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ESCALATOR IN A STORE.

There will be a stead- 
lly increasing crowd of summer visit- 
ors from the interior of Southern Cali- 
fornia, from Arizona and from the line 
of the new Salt Lake road, and nearly 
all of them will make a rush for the 
salty ozone of the Pacific. 

The development of the beach settle- 
ment idea in this section is interesting. 
Away back in the sixties and early 
seventies before the present town of 
Santa Monica was laid out, a few Los An- 
geles people would camp out in tents 
at the mouth of Santa Monica Cafion. 
Then a line of tents, and later small 
“shacks,” with a few more pretentious 
little cottages, were built on the sand, 
north and south of the bath-house. 
Next came Redondo Beach, where 
there is over half a mile of tiny cot- 
tages on the sand, the owners of which 
have recently been stirred up by an 
order to vacate, so that a better class 
of improvements may be made. 

The first attempt to build up a set- 
tlement of well-constructed and good- 
looking houses on the beach was at 
Terminal Island. which proved a great 
success, lots that were sold at $300 
apiece advancing to $1200 within a 
year. Since then, the inroads of the 
sea have caused some trouble, but the 
Sait Lake Railroad Company is now 
going to construct a solid bulkhead. 

The most astonishing growth, so far, 
in this direction, has been made at 
Ocean Park, which has grown up like 
a mushroom in a couple of years. Sev- 
eral hundred attractive cottages have 
been built along the ocean front, and 
on side streets, a number of the ocot- 
tages costing over $1000 apiece. Most 
ef these were built on leased land, and 
the owners recently received notice 
that they would have to move, or pur-

and frequent transportation 
by electric railroad was the secret of 
the rapid growth of Ocean Park, and 
the same agency promises to effect a 
still more remarkable development on 
the ocean front south of Ocean Park, 
within the mext couple of years. Dur- 
ing the past few months an enterprise 
has been quietly under way to which 
few Los Angeles people have paid 
much attention. Yet it involves a new 
line of electric railroad, twenty miles 
in length, and promises to build up one 
of the largest communities on the coast 
of Los Angeles wi a few 


line, and rails are being laid from the 
Redondo end. The line starts from Re- 
dondo, near the : 
the little cottages on the beach and 
continues at a short distance from the 
beach to a. point about two miles north 
of Redondo, where it curves onto the 
Water front, and runs along an em- 
bankment within a stone’s throw of 
the breakers for several miles. How 
far this road will continue along the 
beach is not yet quite deeided, but de- 
pends upon the action of property 
owners. It may be extended as far 
as Ballona, which would be en attrac- 
tive site for a seaside resort, or it 
may strike direct inland through Ingle- 
wood. In either case it will connect with 
the Sixteenth-street system of the Los 
Angeles and Pacific Railway, of which 
it is a part, somewhere near Western 
avenue. E. P. Clark, while in the 
East, ordered a number of cars for 
this line similar to those now running 
to Santa Monica, and it is promised 
that the line will be running in time 
to carry crowds to on the 
Fourth of July. 

In connection with this new line of 
railroad a vast amount of improvement 
has been going forward during the past 
year, and is still in progress between 
Redondo and Ballona, where three 
separate real estate enterprises are ab- 
sorbing a large amount of money. 
There is a solid line of plank sidewalk 
twelve feet wide from Redondo 
North Manhattan Beach, a distance of 
about five miles, with only one short 
break, ‘where the late Blanton Duncan, 
with his usual peculiar perversity, re- 
fused to give the company the right 
of way across his land. This they 
now expect to obtain from the estate. 
The, three new settlements are Her- 
mosa, Manhattan Beach and North 
Manhattan Beach. A large force of 
graders and scrapers is at work, sev- 
eral miles of electric lights and water 
pipes have been installed, and sewers 
are being laid. About twenty modern 
cottages have already been built, and 
a two-story brick block is going up at 
Manhattan. The beach along this part 
of the coast is exceptionally smooth 
and fine, and the land lies at a slight 
elevation above the shore. This has 
been terraced, end will be planted with 
rapidly growing creeping plants which 
flourish in the sea air. 


For over three 


dondo the ocean frontage has been 
practically all disposed of, and a large 
number of inside lots have also been 
sold. It will not be surprising to see, 
within five years, a large seaside set- 
tlement in Los Angeles county, extend- 


ing in a continuous line from Redondo 


to Ballona, at which latter place, it 
may be remembered, a great harbor 
town was projected during the latter 
days of the boom. Indeed, it requires 
no prophetic eye to see that, before 
many years, there will be a line of sea- 
side cottages extending along the 
ocean front from Santa Monica Cafion 
on the north to Newport on the south, 
with a braak here and there, where 
the shore is marshy or rocky, and with 
an electric une connecting these places, 
running round trips from Los Angeles 
with stop-over privileges. 

Among other interesting features of 
seaside development along the coast of 
Los Angeles county is a proposed 
boulevard from Sam Pedro to Redondo, 
around the picturesque rocky promon- 
tory of Point Firmin, a distance of 
over twenty miles. A survey for this 
boulevard has already been made.

CASES OF MISTAKEN IDENTITY 
| PRESENT MANY DIFFICULTIES. 
— ä 

Strange Instances of People Who 
Swear on the Witness Stand That 


They Have Seen Individuals Known 
to Be Out of Sight. 


{New York Times:] “Questions of 
identity,” sald a distinguished judge, 
“present many difficulties. I am not 
going to discuss the rules of evidence. 
They are founded on the dictates of 
reason and common sense. Neverthe- 
less, cases of mistaken identity give 
much trouble. ‘I saw John Smith yes- 
terday,’ some one testifies, with an em- 
phasis on yesterday. I use John Smith 
us a name only, for I bear in mind an 
actual case, the real man being a per- 
son of some importance, where an hon- 
est witness swore that he had seen 
Smith ‘yesterday.’ Now, it was shown 
that at the time Smith was in London 
and had not been in the United States 
for six months. It was a hallucination 
on the part of the witness, or he had 
seen someone resembling Smith. 

“The personal equation enters into 
the subject of identification. The fea- 
tures of the man impress themselves 
on the brain of the artist. I have been 
assured that Mr. Sargent, our Ameri- 
can painter, now in London, can draw 
in profile or in full face a striking like- 
ness of anyone who has ever sat for 
him. I do not think that our cari- 
caturists ever feel the necessity of 
looking up a model for the political 
personages they want. It is not the 
lines of the face some people can re- 
member. There is the bearing, the 
gait, the swing of the man which are 
recalled, so that you may say ‘That 18 
Robinson,’ even when his back is 
turned to you, as he passes. on the 
treet. 

“One somewhat curious tendency is 
found in womankind. Some of the 
gentler sex are always in search of 
likenesses. A lady ig looking at an il- 
lustrated magazine. She finds a fancy 
portrait, part of a romantic fiction, 
or it may be the photograph of a man 
of actual being. he says, ‘I never saw 
such a striking likeness. It looks pre- 
cisely like Miss Y. or Mr. z. Don't 
you see it? You may look in vain for 
the least resemblance. Nevertheless, in 
eases of identification, I am inclined 
to think that women are not prone to 
error. I wish I could establish some 
theory of this kind, and it is, that men 
identify women more readily than do 
women, and inversely that the recog- 
nition of women as far as relates to 


men is the more conclusive. It might 
depend on some sexual instinct. 1 
leave the subject, however, to the 
physiologist. 


“It may be that you know S., the re- 
porter. That man has a phenomenal 
memory for faces and for names, 1 
have been seated alongside of him at 
public meetings and he has told me the 
name of almost every prominent person 
within sight.

He used to have 
his headquarters in London and drew 
his pay through the Turkish Ambassa- 
dor, Costaki Pasha, and sometimes, 
when traveling or 1 other reasons, 
through the medium of a Brighton 
solicitor, Mr. Lockyer. Bernard Mai- 
mon ds a Christian, took his degree at 
Cambridge, was ordained a clergyman 
of the Church of England, went to 
Bagdad. as a — we! then took to 
business and went bankrupt.

Two men, variously prominent, are 
now lying in such a condition of help- 
lessness that any moment they may 
breathe their last. These are Rev. T. 
De Witt Talmage, the eminent divine 
r deceased,] and Maj. O. L. Pru- 

n, assistant secretary to the Presi- 
dent. The reputation of Maj. Pruden 
is perhaps not more than local, but he 
is a great favorite in Washington, 
and may be remembered by any visit- 
ors who have been at the Capitol when 
a message from the President was de- 
livered, as the bearer of that important 
document. Maj. Pruden has occupied 
his honorable post during many Presi- 
dential terms, and his quaint, old- 
fashioned figure on horseback as he 
took his way about the city, was like 
a picture from the portfolio of a col- 
lector of ancient fine-line engravings. 

Dr. Talmage is renowned in an in- 
ternational sense, his homely and 
touching sermons being reproduced all 
over this country and Europe, in al- 
most all the languages. The venerable 
gentleman has reached the age of 70, 
and his physiciang have often urged 
him to desist fron: his labors, but his 
writing and his preaching were evi- 
dently dearer to him than life itself. 
Time alone can prove the rank of Dr. 
Talmage as a pulpit orator; the power 
of personality gone, the glow of con- 
temporaneous importance faded, the 
work as literature must stand or fall 
by reason of its own inherent qualities. 
Without wishing to pass a criticism 
even remotely adverse to Dr. Talmage, 
it may not be amiss to say that per- 


tor of t day has Dr. Talmage fol- 
lowed in the 2 of Moliere, when 
he said ef take my treasure where I 


find it.” The late Senator Ingalls, of 
Kansas, whose exquisite imagery is 
still a matter of admiring converse in 
literary circles, was immensely in- 
debted to the French essayist, Mari- 
vaux, for his brilliant phraseology, but 
Dr. Talmage did not favor sources of 
so high a literary character.

Invested 
with his soundly theological, but not 
erudite, language, this excessively vital 
matter went straight to the hearts of 
the great mass of his hearers and read- 
ers. Young writers and orators who 
want a piece of good advice in this 
connection, should turn to the Bible, 
consult the tenth chapter of St. Luke, 
and the later part of the thirty-seventh 
verse, and act vigorously upon it.

The performance will probably long 
remain the most perfect interpreta- 
tion of Greek tragedy attempted in the 
United States, dramatically, music- 
ally and as a spectacle. The stage 
manager, Leo Cooper of San Fran- 
cisco, declared that few professionals 
could be found capable of interpreting 
the characters of Antigone and Creon 
with the sympathy. shown by Miss 
Cooksey and Prof. Murray.

The Christia Success. 


‘The Christlan has been given a 
successful presentation here by Edward 
Morgan, the original John Storm, 80 
that it is an interesting study. Its 
present success may be rightly attrib- 
uted to a number of causes. Hall 
Calne's story is still a popular book, 
and wherever and whenever it is read 
it furnishes a matter for discussion. 
There are many people curious to see 
what sort of a play has been made of 
the story. This curiosity was not sat- 
isfied by the single visit d this city 
by Effie Elisier in the fall of 1900. 

It is not recelled that Hall Caine suf- 
fered much adverse criticism until he 
likened himself in appearance to the 
Savior, or, rather, the most generally 
approved pictures of Him, The m- 
ster and “The Bondman! were each 
greeted by much. favorable comment 
upon their first appearance. And right- 
ly, too. Both of these books are really 
remarkable examples of the imagina- 
tive school of authorship. Both are in 
the highest degree original in subject 
and treatment. They are written in a 
stvle that is individual, so much so, in 
fact, that a Hall Caine book is usually 
40 be identified by its first lines. 


It has been remarked of these works 


that nearly all have dramati strong- 
ly. “The Deemster“ and “The Manx- 
man! have been converted into plays 
by Wileon Barrett. Both contributed 
largely to Mr. Barrett's reputation as 
an actor and author. “The Christian” 
has not been so successfully adapted, 
because, perhaps, the adaptation was 


made by Mr. Caine himself, whe lacked 


the knowledge of stage mechanics, of 
which art Mr. Barrett is one of the 
masters. But it is an interesting dra- 
matic production, neverthelese. Both 
John Storm and Glory Quayle possess 
qualities that warrant careful and con- 
siderate study. John Storm is shown 
to be a man of a rather peculiar turn 
ef mind, a fanatic, whose saner mo- 
ments reveal a strong tendency to 
worldliness. In the play he ts a much 
more agreeable and attractive person- 
ality than he appears in the book, Un- 
der the glass of close analysis, as orig- 
inally treated by the author, Storm ts 
u curiously modeled character. Vacil- 
lating, one moment weak and unsym- 
pathetic, the next strong and extremely 
magnetic. While this fault has been in 
a measure overcome in the drama, un- 
fortunately its quick action deprives it 
of much. analytical force. While the 
John Storm of the play is much more 
consistent and attractive in one way, 
the element of interest disintegrates 
as the author falls to present motives 
upon which Storm and Glory Quayle 
are more or less based.

INCREASING RIVALRIES THAT 
WORRY THE OFFICIAL TWO 
THOUSAND. 
(Specially Contributed to The Times} 
HE merry social war at the national 


into a civil conflict. It no longer 
merely presents the spectacle, familiar 
in other cities, of rival social queens 
competing for the position of suprem- 


is not lacking, to be sure. But, under- 
lying and influencing all the individual 
campaigns for popularity and trans- 
cending them in importance is the gen- 
eral contest between the people in offi- 
tal life as a body and the coterie of 
wealthy residents of the city on the 
Potomac, sometimes denominated as 
the “smart set.” 

This warfare, of which the country at 
large already has some inkling, is the 
result of latter-day conditions at the 
American seat of government. In the 
early days of the republic when Wash- 
ington was so unattractive that the na- 
tion’s rulers and their families, who 
were compelled to reside there, cor- 
Gially detested it and fied immédiately 
after the adoujrnment of Congress in 
the spring, the social circle Was not di- 
vided into two great rival factions. The 
present genteel struggle has come about 
slowly through the gradual transfor- 
mation of Washington. into the most 
beautiful city in America. This and 
the absence of vast industrial activities 
make it an ideal city of leisure and the 
most attractive place of residence on 
the continent. It is not surprising that 
there has grown up a colony of wealthy 
folk, whose social ambitions have in- 
creased with each new recruit added 
to the fold. 


THE TWO SETS. 


la the officia] set, which means that 
there are that number of individuals di- 
rectly of indirectly connected with the 
political life of the capital who are suf- 
ficiently prominent to entitle them to 
invitations to a certain number of so- 
cial functions. In this list is embraced 


everybody from the President, Senators, 
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diplomats and members of the Supreme 
Court, together with the ladies of their 
households, to the families of assistant 
secretaries and bureau chiefs of the va- 

government departments, and the 
army and navy officers. The list does 
not stop with the immediate Members 
of the families even; there are not a 
few people in public life at Washing- 
ton who industriously use their posi- 
tions to pry open the social gates for 
nieces, cousins and friends. 

The members of the fashionable resi- 
dential circle are not so numerous, pos- 
sibly, as their opponents. Exclusive- 
ness is the pride of this elite contin- 
gent. However, this resident set is a 
house divided against itself as to 
whether wealth or lineage shall consti- 
tute the password for admission. There 
are a number of millionaires—some of 
whom have made their money too rap- 
idiy to satisfy the social arbiters at 
home—who have come to Washington 
to idle. While these affect a certain 
exclusiveness, they ave yet inclined to 
admit to the social fortress any pos- 
sessor of a large bank account who is 
willing to deplete it by lavish enter- 
taining, unless mayhap the applicant 
be one of those who has refused to let 
down the bars for the ‘“‘newly rich“ at 
a former place of residence. Such a one 
generally encounters the opposition of 
some one on the inside who is thirsting 
for revenge. On the other hand, there 
are living in Washington a number of 
old Virginia and Maryland families who 
are unwilling to accept tHis new stand- 
ard of social eligibility, and in self-de- 
tense have grown clannish and ultra- 
exclusive. 

THE ANTAGONISM IS GROWING. 

The antagonism between the two 
general divisions of Washington so- 
ciety, which, despite the covering of 
good breeding and social tact, IF grow- 
ing in bitterness, is due primarily to 
the differences in tastes and sources 
of power, and to the exaited opinion 
each set holds with regard to its own 
claims of superiority. The official 
contingent has the advan in some 
respects, but must needs be chary of 
those manifestations of disregard for 
public opinion, In which many of ‘the 
well-to-do residents delight. It win 
not do for the officeholders to d18- 
please the people on whose votes ‘they 
are dependent to keep them in Wash- 
ington. 

There are bound to be certain oc- 
casions on which the official crow4 
has a monopoly of the social sweet- 
meats. This was forcibly illustrated 
during the recent visit of Prine Henry

THE PROFESSIONAL DINER-OUT. 


This odd state of affairs has 
bred the diner-out, usually of 
the masculine gender. Despite 


the number of statesmen and poli- 
ticlans, who throng Washington 
in season, there are many social 
gatherings where men are at a pre- 
mium, and if he be courtly and an en- 
tertaining conversationalist, the un- 
married offictal or the Congressman 
who has left his wife at home need 
seldom be under the necessity of pay- 
ing for his dinner. Even in the case 
of a married man, the ability to “pay 
back” does not figure at all. For in- 
stance, there might be-cited the case 
of Gen. Miles, who, this season, and 
particularly since he was reprimanded 
by the President, has been one of the 
most extensively-entertaincd men in 
Washington. Yet the head of the army 
is in moderate circumstances and not 
in a position to return the compliment 
to more than a small portion of his 
hosts. | 

Even in the securance of the more 
desirable of these professional diners- 
out the spirited rivalry between the 
wealthy members of the residential set 
and the possessors of private fortunes 
in the official set constantly crops out. 
Thus the young official who is open 
for invitations is often compelled to 
choose between two oppéfing claimants 
and must make the decision with dve 
regard to future invitations on the one 
hand and possible promotions or the 
forfeiture of official favor on the other. 

This “lionizing” of officials has re- 
sulted in the almost utter neglect by 
Washington society leaders of the stage 
favorites. who are the particular prey 
of the “tuft hunters” in other cities. , 
| The celebrities of the musical world are 
somewhat more fortunate, for they are 
usually entertained at the home of 
Reginald de Koven, the operatic com- 
poser, who; with Mrs. De Koven, an 
authoress of some prominence, main- 
tains a salon that is the hub of the 
literary and artistic set in Washing- 
ton. 


DIPLOMATISTS AT THE TOP. 

The really enviable positions in 
Washington society are held by the 
members of the diplomatic corps. As 
in the case of the Senators, only a small 
proportion of the envoys of foreign 
powers are of great private 
fortunes, but practically all the repre- 
sentatives of leading nations receive 
from their governments ample allow- 
ances for entertaining in a manner 
commensurate with the dignity of their 
positions. These masters of statecraft 
are necessarily among the guests bid- 
den to every official function of any in- 
terest or importance, and they are also 
eagerlv sought by the entertainers of 
the residential sct, who prize above all 
else the cosmopolitan atmosphere which 
the presence of the foreigners lends to 
a social gathering. In the shadow of 
the diplomatic contingent, with all its 
glitter and gold lace, however, lurks 
that omnipresent bugbear, the question 
of precedence, in the breach of which 
is found the rock on which many a 80. 
cial ambition has been stranded. 

After all, the competitive game in 
which the official and residential forces 
of the capital are pitted against each 
other most keenly is the highly im- 
portant one of picking the “coming 
man.” The benefits to be derived 
foresight of this kind are well illus- 
trated by the Roosevelt régime in the 
White House.
